SUSPICIOUS MOVES IN EUROPE. 


Russia Prompting Other Powers to 
Oppose the United States—Evacu. 
ation of Cuba and Poro Rico Will 
Be Insisted on by This Country. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

WASHINGTON, July 26,—The 
Spanish government has sued for 
peace, mot indirectly through the 
great powers of Europe, but by direct 
‘appeal to President McKiniey. The 
ftoposition was formally submitted 
to the President at 3 o'clock this afte 
ernoon by the French Ambassador, 
M, Jules Cambon, who had received 
instructions from the Foreign Office 
at Paris to deliver to the United 
States government the tender of 
peace formulated by the Spanish Cab- 
inet. At the conclusion of the con- 
ference between the President and 
the French Ambassador, the follow- 
ing official statement was issued from 
the White House: 

“The French Ambassador, on be- 
half of the government of Spain and 
by direction of the Spanish Minister 
of Foreign Affairs, presented the 
President this afternoon at the White 
House, a message from the Spanish 
government looking to the termina, 
tion of the war and the settlement of 
the terms of peace.” 

This was the only official state- 
‘ment made public, but it sufficed to 
put at rest all-conjecture and to 
make it clear and definite that at last 
Spain had taken the initiative toward 
peace. Although peace rumors have 
been current almost daily here since 
the war began, not one of them had 
the shadow of foundation, and until 
the French Ambassador received in- 
structions from Paris, late last night, 
n> overtures of any kind had been 
received, 


Shortly before midnight last night 
a dispatch to the French embassy 
made it known to the embassy that 
the Ambassador would be charged 
with the importaift mission of open- 
ing peace negotiations in behalf of 
Spain. The complete instructions, 
including an official letter from Duke 
Almodovar de Rio, Spanish Minister 
of Foreign Affairs, were received 
this morning. Thereupon M. Thie- 
bault, first secretary of the embassy, 
called at the State Department and 
asked that an hour be appointed for 
a call by Ambassador Cambon on 
the President. The purpose of the 
call was not stated. It was arranged 
at the White House that the call 
should be made at 3 o'clock, 

M. Cambon first went to the State 
Department, where he was joined by 
Secretary Day. and they then pro- 
ceeded together to the White House. 
The call lasted about half an hour, 
and after the first formalities had 
been executed by M. Cambon, the 
talk became general and quite in-

The proposition submitted by the 
Ambassador acting for the Spanish 
Government was quite general in terms 
and confined to the one essential point 
of an earnest plea that negotiations be 
opened for the purpose of terminatng 
the war, and arriving at terms of peace. 
The communication of the Spanish 
Government did not suggest any speci- 
fic terms of peace, nor was any refer- 
ence made.to Cuba, the Philippines, 
Porto Rico, or other Spanish posses- 
sions. The evident purpose of the 
Madrid authorities was to first learn 
whether the United States would treat 
on the subject . of peace, an 
after that to take up such 
terms as the parties might 
suggest. Neither was there any sug- 
gestion from the Spanish Government 
that an armistice be established, pend- 
ing the peace negotiations. It seemed 
natural, however, from the proposition 


that formal peace negotiations be en- |. 


tered upon, that pending their conclu- 
sion, a. cessation of hostilities would 
occur. 

Owing to the importance of the com- 
munication, the Ambassador adopted 
the usual diplomatic procedure of read- 
ing the communication from the orig- 
inal in French, the translation being 
submitted by M. Thiebault. In the 
conversation which followed the read- 
ing of the proposition, neither the Pres- 
ident nor the Ambassador entered into 
the question of terms of peace. The 
instructions of the Ambassador had 
been confined to the one essential point 
of opening peace negotiations, and it 
was evident that the President desired 
to consider the proposition at this mo- 
ment before giving any definite reply. 
It was finally determined that the Pres- 
ident would consult the members of his 
Cabinet concerning the proposition, 
and that after a decision had been ar- 
rived at M. Cambon would then be in- 
vited to the White House for further 
conference, and for a final answer 
from the United States government. 
Before the call closed, a brief official 
memorandum was agreed upon, in or- 
der to set at rest misleading conjec- 
tures, and to give the public informa- 
tion on a subject which had advanced 
beyond the point where diplomatic re- 
serve was essential. 

“When the President will submit the 
Spanish proposition to the Cah‘net has 
not yet been announced. The call of 
the Ambassador was two hours after 
the Cabinet meeting of today had 
closed, and there will not be another 
regular Cabinet meeting until Friday. 
It is generally understood, however, 
that a special meeting will be held in 
order to make prompt reply to the 
proposition. 

Secretary Long arrived at the White 
House shortly after the French Am- 
bassador had departed, and had a 
talk with the President, during which 
the Spanish proposal was gone over 
briefly. Mr. Long said afterward that 
it was an initial move, but in reply to 
inquiries as to whether it was likely 
to bring a speedy cessation of hos- 
tilities, he expressed some doubt, say- 
ing that no de vision on the points in- 
volved had been reached thus far. 

Naturally, the plea of Spain to open 
peace negotiations opens up a wide 
field of conjecture on what the terms of 
peace will be. Thus far there is no 
official warrant for saying what terms 
Spain will propose or what terms the 
United States will offer to accept. So 
far as this country is concerned, it is 
the general impression that the com- 
plete Spanish evacuation of Cuba and 
Porto Rico will be insisted upon as a 
sine qua non. There is not the 
same certainty as to the Philippines, 
Ladrones and Carolines, although the 
belief is growing that the terms of the 
United States will include coaling sta- 
tions in those groups. ™ 

On the part of Spain, it is believed 
that she now has reached sucha real- 
ization of her misfortune that she wil) 
readily consent to terms for the evac- 
uation of Cuba, and probably Porto 
Rico. The Spanish desire is appar- 
ently very strong for the retention of 
the Philippines, although there is 
little doubt that coaling stations there 
and at other points would be con- 
ceded. The matter of war indemnity 
is for future consideration, although 
there does not appear to be a dispo- 
sition among the officials here to pile 
up a heavy indemnity against Spain 
in her present helpless condition. 

NO DIPLOMATIC MONKEYING. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

WASHINGTON, July 26.—-During the 
late afternoon and evening the Presi- 
dent conferred with most of the mem- 
bers of the Cabinet, and the Spanish 
proposition was thoroughly canvassed. 
Secretaries Day, Alger and Long were 
at the White House during the after- 
noon, and in the evening the President 
was joined by Secretaries Bliss and 
Wilson, and Postmaster-General Smith. 
There was no Cabinet meeting in the 
ordinary sense, but these talks with 
individual members served about the 
Same purpose as a formal meeting. It 
was understood the President would be 
prepared to give an answer within the 
next few days, and certainly before the 
next regular Cabinet day, Friday. 

No intimation came from any official 
source as to the probable character of 
the answer. There were strong intj- 
mations, however, that there would be

Forty Spaniards Killed and No 


Americans Hurt. 
(A. P. DAY REPORT. COPYRIGHT, 1998.] 

PORT GUANICA (Island of Porto 
Rico,) July 25, 2 p.m., via the island 
of St. Thomas, D. W. I., July 26, mocn- 
ing.—Thne United States military exp«- 
dition under the command’ Maj.-Gen. 
Nelson A, Miles, commanding the army 
of the United States, which left Guan- 
tanamo Bay during the evening of 
Thursday last, July 21, was landed here 
successfully today, after a skirmish 
between a detachment of the Spanish 
troops and a crew of thirty helonging 
to the launch of the United Staets aux- 
iliary gunboat Gloucester, formerly J 
Pierpont Morgan's yacht Corsair. Forty 
Spaniards were killed and no Ameri- 
cans were hurt. The were 
pushed forward promptly in order to 
capture the railroad leading to Ponce, 
which is only about ten miles east of 
this place. 

From Ponce there fs an excellent mil- 
itary road runnig. eighty miles north to 
San Juan. The whole of Gen. Brooke's 
force with the New Orleans, Annap- 
olis, Cincinnati, Leyden and Wasp are 
expected here within twenty-four hours, 
The ships left Guantanamo Bay sud- 
denly Thursday evening with the Mas- 
sachusetts, commanded by Capt. Hig- 
ginson, leading. Higginson was 
in charge of the expedition, which con- 
sisted of the Columbia, Dixie, Glouces- 
ter and Yale. Gen. Miles was on the 
last-named vessel. The troops were on 
board the transports Nueces, Lampa- 
sas, Comanche, Rita, Union, Stillwater, 
City of Macon and Specialist. This 
was the order in which the transports 
entered the harbor here. 

The voyage from Guantanamo Bay 
to this port was uneventful. At noon 
yesterday Gen. Miles called for a con- 
sultation, announcing that he was de- 
termined not to go by San Juan Cape, 
but by the Monana Passage instead, 
land here, surprise the Spaniards. and 
receive the military authorities. 
course was then changed, and the Dixie 
was s@/\0 warn Gen, Brooke at Cape 
Juan, 

Port Guanica has been fully described 
by Lieut. Whitney of Gen. Miles’s staff, 
who recéntly made an adventurous tour 
of Porto Rico. Ponce, which is situated 
ten or fifteen miles from this port, is 
to the eastward and a harder place to 
take. In addition, the water at Ponce 
is too shallow for the transports to be 
able to get close in shore. Then again, 
Ponce itself is some little distance from 
where the troops would have heen able 
to land, if that point had been selected 
for debarkation of the expedition. One 
advantege of this place is that it Is 
situated close to the railroad connec- 
tion with Ponce, which means of trans- 
portation our troops hope to secure to- 
day.

She had started for Sibo- 
ney, where I intended to fand, accome- 
panied by several of my staff, and go 
to the front to consult with Gen. Shaf- 
ter for a discussion of the situation, 
and for a more definite understanding 
between us of the operations proposed, 
which had been rendered necessary by 
the unexpectedly strong resistance of 
the Spanish garrison at Santiago. [| 
had sent my chief of staff on shore the 
day before to arrange an interview 
with Gen. Shafter, who had been suf- 
fering from heat prostration. I made 
arrangements to go to his headquare- 
ters, and my flagship was in the posi«- 
tion mentioned above when the Span- 
ish squadron appeared in the channel, 

“The remaining vessels were in or

OREGON'S FINE SPEED. 


“The fine speed of the Oregon enabled 
her to take a front position in the chase, 
and the Cristobal Colon did not give up 
until the Oregon had thrown ea 13-inch 
shell beyond her. This performance 
adds to the already brilliant record of 
this fine battleship, and speaks highly 
of the skill and care with which hér 
admirable efficiency has been main- 
tained during a service unprecedented 
in the history of vessels of her class. 

“The Brooklyn's westerly blockading 
position gave her an advantage in the 
chase which she maintained to the end, 
and she employed her fine battery with 
telling effect. 

“The Texas and.the New York were 
gaining on the chase during the last 
hour, and had any accident befallen 
the Brooklyn or the Oregon would have 
speedily overhauled the’ Cristobal 
Colon. From the moment the Spanish 
vessel exhausted her first burst of 
speed, the result was never in douhki. 
She fell, in fact, far below what might 
reasonably have been expected of her. 
Careful measuremnts of time and dis- 
tance give her an average speed from 
the time she cleared the harbor mouth 
until the time she was run on shore 
at Rio Turquino of 13.7 knots. 

“Neither the New York nor the 
Brooklyn stopped to couple yp their, 
forward engines, but ran out the chase 
with one pair, getting steam, of course, 
as rapidly as possible on all boilers. To 
stop to couple up the forward engines 
would mean a delay of fifteen minutes, 
or four miles in the chase. 

“14. Several of the ships were struck, 
the Brooklyn more often than the 
others, but very slight material in- 
jury wag done, the greatest. being 
aboard the Iowa. Our loss was one 
man killed and one wounded, both on 
the Brooklyn. It is difficult to explain 
this immunity from loss of life or in- 
jury to ships in a combat with modern 
vessels of the best type; but Spanish 
gunnery is poor et the best, and the 
superior weight and the accuracy of our 
fire speedily drove the men from their 
guns and silenced their fire. This is 
borne out by the statements of prison- 
ers and by observation. 

“The Spanish vessels, as they dashed 
out of the harbor, were favored with 
the smoke from their own guns, but 
this speedily diminished in volume and 
soon almost disappeared. The fire from 
the rapid-fire batteries of the battle- 
ships appears to have been remarkably 
destructive. An examination of the 
stranded vessels shows that the Al- 
mirante Oquendo especially had suf- 
fered terribly from this fire. Her sides 
are everywhere pierced, and her decks 
were strewn with the charred remains 
of those who had fallen. 

“15. The reports of Commodore W. §S. 
Schley and of the commading officers 
are enclosed. 

“16. A board appointed by me several 
days ago has made a critical examina- 


tion of the vessels, both with a view 
of reporting upon the result of our fire 
and the necessary features involved and

What the Commodore Saw For 
His Part. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


WASHINGTON, July 26.—The follow- 
ing is Commodore Schley’s report:

“FLAGSHIP BROOKLYN, 
Guantanamo Bay, July 6, 1898.

STRUCK TO THE BROOKLYN. 

“6. This pursuit continued with _in- 

creasing speed in the Brooklyn, Ore- 
€0On and other ships, and soon the 
Brooklyn and the Oregon were within 
long range of the Colon, and the Ore- 
on opened fire with her 13-inch guns, 
landing a shell close to the Colon. A 
moment , afterward, the Brooklyn 
opened fire with her 8-inch guns, land- 
ing a shell just ahead of her. Several 
other shells were fired at the Colon, now 
in range of the Brooklyn’s and Ore- 
g0n’s guns. Her commander, seeing 
all chances of escape cut off and the 
detsruction awaiting his ship, fired a 
lee gun and struck her flag at 1:15 p.m,, 
and ran ashore at a point some fifty 
miles west of Santiago Harbor. Your 
flagship was coming up rapidly at the 
time, as was also the Texas and Vixen. 
A little later, after your arrival, the 
Cristobal Colon, which had struck to 
the Brooklyn and Oregon, was turned 
over to you as one of the trophies of 
this great victory of the squadron un- 
der your command. 
“6, During my official visit a little 
later, Commander Eaton of the Reso- 
lute appeared and reported to you the 
presence of a Spanish battleship near 
Altares. Your orders to me were to 
take the Oregon and go eastward to 
meet her, and this was done by the 
Brooklyn, with the result that the ves- 
sel reported as an enemy was discov- 
ered to be the cruiser Infanta Maria 
Teresa, seeking the commender-in- 
chief. 

COMMANDERS COMMENDED. 

"7. I would mention for your con- 
sideration that the Brooklyn occupied 
the most westward blockading position 
With the Vixen, and being more di- 
rectly in the route taken by the Span- 
ish squadron, was exposed for some 
minutes, possibly ten, to the gun fire 
of three of the Spanish ships and the 
west battery at a range of 1500 yards 
from the ships and about three thou- 
sand yards from the batteries, but the 
vessels of the entire squadron, closing 
in rapidly, soon diverted this fire and 
did magnificent work at close range. I 
have never before witnessed such 
deadly and fatally accurate shooting as 
was done by the ships of your command 
as they closed in on the Spanish squad- 
ron, and I deem it a high privilege to 
commend to you for such action as you 
may deem proper the gallantry and 
dashing courage, the prompt decision 
and skillful handling of their respective 
vessels, of Capt. Philip, Capt. Evans, 
Capt. Clark and especially of my chief 
of staff, Capt. Cook, who was directly 
under my personal observation, and 
whose coolness, promtness and courage 
were of the highest order. The dense 
smoke of the combat shut out from 
view the Indiana and Gloucester, but as 
these vessels were closer to your flag- 
ship no doubt their part in the conflict 
was under your immediate observation. 
“8. Lieut. Sharp, commanding the 
Vixen, acted with conspicuous courage; 
although unable to engage the heavier 
ships of the enemy with his light arms, 
nevertheless was close in to the battle 
line under heavy fire, and many of the 
enemy’s shots passed beyond his vessel. 
“9. I beg to invite special attention 
to the conduct of my flag lieutenant, 
James H. Sears, and Ensign Edward 
McCauley, Jr., aide, who were con- 
stantly at my side during the enegage- 
ment, and who exposed themselves 
fearlessly in discharge of their duties; 
and also to the splendid behavior of my 
secretary, Lieut. B. Wells, Jr., who 
commanded and directed the fichting 
of the Fourth Division with splendid 
effect. 

“10. I would commend the highly- 
meritorious conduct and courage in 
the engagement of Lieutenant-Com- 
mander N. E. Mason, the executive of- 
ficer, whose presence everywhere over 
the ship during its continuance, did 
much to secure the good results of this 
ship’s part in the victory. 

“11. The navigator. Lieut. A. C. 
Hodgeson, and the division ofticers, 
Lieut. T. D. Griffin, Lieut. W. R. Rush, 
Lieut. Edward Simpsvn, Lieut. J. G. 
Doyle, Ensign Charles Webster and the 
junior divisional officers were most 
steady and conspicuous in every detail 
of duty contributing to the accurate fir- 
ing of this ship in her part in the great 
victory of your forces. 

“12. The officers of the medical, pay 
and engineer and marine corps re- 
sponded to every demand of the occa- 
sion, and were fearless in exposing 
themselves. The warrant  oflicers, 
Boatswain William L. Hill, Carpenter 
G. H. Warford and Gunner F. T. Ap- 
plegate were everywhere exposed, in 
watching for damage, reports of which 
were promptly conveyed to me. 

“13. I have never in my life served 
with a braver, better or worthier crew 
than that of the Brooklyn. During the 
combat, lasting from 9:35 a.m. until 1:15 
p.m., much of the time under fire, they 
never flagged for a moment. and were 
apparently undisturbed by the storm of 
projectiles passing aueud, astern and 
over the ship. 

“14. The result of the engagement 
was the destruction of the Spanish 
squadron and the capture of the ad- 
miral and some thirteen to fifteen hun- 
dred prisoners, wtih the loss of several 
hundred killed, estimated by Admiral 
Cervera at 600 men. 

“15. The casualties on »oard this 
ship were: G. H. Ellis, chief veoman, 
killed: J. Burns, fireman, first-class, 
severely wounded. 

“The marks and scars show that the 
ship was struck about” twenty-tive 
times, and she bears in all forty-one 
sears as the result of her participation 
in the great victory of your force July 
3, 1898. The speed cone halyards were 
shot away, and nearly all the signal 
halyards. The ensign at the main was 
so shattered that in hauling it down 
at the close of the action, it feil in 
pieces. 

“16. I congratulate you most sin- 
cerely upon this great victory to the 
squadron under your commané, and 1 
am glad that I had an opportunity to 
contribute in the least to a victory that 
seems enough for all of us. 

“17. I have the honor to transmit 
herewith the report of the commanding 
officer and a drawing in profile of the 
ship, showing the location of hits and 
scars: also a memorandum of ammuni- 
tion exploded and the amount to fill 
her allowance.

THE OREGON’S WORK. 
ZASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REVORT.1 


WASHINGTON, July 26.—Capt. C. E. 
Clark of the Oregen reports: 
“U. S. OREGON (First Ltate,) off 

Santiago de Cuba, July 4, 13898. 

“Sir: 1. =I have the honor to report 
that at 9:30 a. m. yesterday the Spanish 
fleet was discovered standing out of 
the harbor at Santiago de Cuba. They 
turned to the westward and opened 
fire, to which our ships replied vigor- 
ously. For a short time, there was 
an almost continuous flight of projec- 
tiles over this ship, but when our line 
was fairly engaged, the lowa had made 
a swift advance as if to ram, or close, 
the enemy’s fire became defective in 
train as well as range. The ship was 
only struck three times and at least 
two of them were by fragments of 
shells. We had no casualties. 

“2. As goon as it was evident that 
the enemy’s ships were trying to break 
through and escape to the westward, 
we went ahead at full speed with the 
determination of carrying out to the 
utmost your order: ‘If the enemy tries 
to escape the ships must close and 
engage as scon as nossible, and en- 
deavor to sink his vessels or force them 
to run ashore.’ 

“We soon passed all of our ships 
except the Brooklyn, bearing the broad 
pennant of Commodore Schley,. At 
first we only used our main battery, but 
when it was discovered that the ene- 
my’s torpedo boats were following their 
ships, we used our rapid-fire guns as 
well as the 6-pounders upon them, with 
telling effect. As we ranged up near 
the sternmost of their ships, she headed 
for the beach, evidently on fire. We 
raked her as we passed, pushing on for 
the next ahead, using her starboard 
guns as they were brought to bear, and 
before we had her fairly abeam, she 
too, was making for the beach. The 
two remaining vessels were now some 
distance ahead, but our speed had in- 
creased to sixteen knets, our fire, added 
to that of the Brooklyn, soon sent an- 
other, the Vizcaya, to the shore in 
fimmes. Only the Cristobal Colon was 
left and for a time it seemed as if 
she might escape, but when we opened 
fire with our, forwerd turret guns and 
the Brooklyn folowed, she began to edge 
in toward the coast and her capture 
or destruction was assured. As she 
struck the beach, her flaw came down 
and the Brooklyn signalled ‘cease fir- 
ing,’ following with ‘congratulations for 
the grand victory; thank# for your 
splendid assistance.’ 

“3. The Brooklyn sent a boat to her, 
and when the admiral came up with 
the New York and Texas and Vixen, 
she was taken possession of. A prize 
crew was put on board from this ship 
under Lieutenant-Commander Cogs- 
well, the executive officer, but before 11 
p.m., the ship which had been filling, 
in spite of all efforts to stop leaks, wa@ 
abandoned and ju as the crew left, 
she went over on her side. 

“4. I cannot speak in too high terms 
of the bearing and conduct of all on 
board this ship.. When they found 
the Oregon had pushed to the front, 
and was hurrying to a succession of 
conflicts with the enemy's vessels if 
they could be overtaken and would en- 
gage, their enthusiasm was intense. 

“5. As these vessels were so much 
more heavily armored than the Brook- 
lyn, they might have concentrated upon 
and overpowered her, and consequently 
I am persuaded that but for the way 
the officers and men of the Oregon 
steamed and steered the ship and 
fought and supplied her batteries, the 
Colon, and perhaps the Vizcaya would 
have escaped. Therefore, I,.feel that 
they rendered meritorious service to the 
country, and while I cannot mention 
the name of each officer and man indi- 
vidually, 1 am going to append a list of 
the officers with the stations that they 
occupied, hoping that they may be of 
service to them should claims others 
for advancement above them ever be 
considered.”

PEACE. 


HOW SPAIN 


As Soon. as: Negotiations Are Begun 
These Old World Meddlers Will 
Send Warships to Protect Her 
from Internal Foes, 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 
WASHINGTON, July 27.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The first intimation to Am- 
bassador Cambon that he was to be 
intrusted with the role of intermediary 
between the United States and Spain 
came yesterday afternoon in a cable 
message from the Spanish Minister of 
Foreign Affairs. Several batches of 
telegraphic matter were delivered at 
the French Embassy before the mes- 
sage ended. Other dispatches from 
Madrid followed, but the Ambassador 
wanted to be sure of his ground before 


proposal, if such it can be called, and 
sent several telegrams of inquiry re- 
questing to be informed specifically 
what he was authorized to do and say. 

So continuous was the stream of mes- 
senger boys that even those youngsters 
were moved to wonder what it was all 
about, and the attachés of the Em- 
bassy are having a good laugh over 
the remarks of one of the couriers of 
the telegraph company.

A diplomat intimately acquainted 
with Spanish-American’ affairs and 
who had information of the secret con- 
ferences of the representatives of the 
European powers at Madrid with the 
Queen Regent and Sagasta, stated to- 
night that the peace negotiations were 
entered into at the request, or rather 
the demand, the powers, and that as 
soon as they were actually begun these 
countries interested would send war- 
ships to different parts of Spain to 
protect her against her own people. 
It is their determination to save Spain 
to herself, now she has lost her colonies 
and colonial prestige, and not permit 
the country to be destroyed gratify 
the personal ambition of Don Carlos or 
the ultra republican views of the other. 
revolutionary party. 

Fx-Secretary John Sherman said to- 
night: “‘The United States was the 
aggressor in the war and is the victor. 
It is the place of the aggressor and 
victor to make the terms. I believe 
the President will propose to Spain: 
First, that Spanish soldiers leave the 
island of Cuba, and Spain give up all 
claim to it: second, that Spain give 
Cuba to the United States; third, that 
Spain pay an indemnity, to be decided 
upon later; fourth, that the United 
States shall have a coaling station in 
the Philippines; these terms I _ be- 
lieve Spain would agree to.” 

THE SPANISH NOTE. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

WASHINGTON, July 27.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Following is said by an 
official familiar with its contents to be 
the translation of the note read to 
President McKinley today by M. Cam- 
bon, and which constitutes Spain's 
peace oertures: 

“The government of the United 
States and the government of Spain 
are unhappily at war as the result of 
the demand of the United States that 
Spain withdraw from Cuba, which de- 
mand she refused to comply with. In 
the contest of arms which followed 
Spain admits that she has — been 
worsted, and that her sufferings as a 
result are very great. She believes 
that the time has now come when she 
can properly ask the coéperation of the 
United States in terminating the war, 
and therefore asks to be furnished, 
through the French Ambassador, with 
a statement of the terms upon which 
the United States would be wflling to 
make peace.” 

There is reliable information to the 
effect that the action of Spain in pro- 
posing peace negotiations at this time 
is brought about by the desire to save 
the Fhilippines. This question of the 
disposition of the Philippines is the one 
about which the President will hear 
a great deal in the next few days.

iam will have to decide what troops 


are to go aboard the transports Scan- 
dia and Arizona, both of which, it is 
expected, will leave here after the St. 
Paul. 

As already published, the latter ves- 
sel is scheduled to leave here Thurs- 
day or Friday. The Scandia and Ari- 
zona have a total carrying capacity of 
3000 men. It will, therefore, rest with 
Gen. Merriam to select a regiment and 
a sufficient additional number of men, 
probably mostly recruits, to fill these 
two vessels. The general has not yet 
intimated what regiment will be se- 
lected, and his official order bearing on 
this matter will naturally be awaited 
with much anxiety by the troops in 
camp. 

Among the visitors at Gen. Merriam’s 
headquarterg,today was Frank S. John- 
gon of the Yohnson-Locke Co., which 
has contracted to transport the New 
York Volunteer Regiment to Honolulu. 
Mr. Johnson informed Gen. Merriam that 
the steamers North Fork and Lakme 
would leave Saturday. They will carry 
750 of the New Yorkers, and the com- 
pany will have a steamer here Mon- 
day from the north to receive the re- 
mainder of the regiment. 

Nothing has yet been learned of the 
future destiny of the Eighth Califor- 
nia Regiment, now quartered at Camp 
Barrett. It has not been officially as- 
signed as yet to any department, and 
although its officers express confidence 
in the report that the organization will 
eventually be sent East, and probably 
to Porto Rico or Cuba, they display no 
small amount of uneasiness over the 
absence of information, which they are 
daily seeking at Gen. Merriam’s head- 
quarters. It was announced yesterday 
that the troops at Camp Merritt would 
move to the Presidio today, but the 
abandonment of the present quarters 
has been deferred until tomorrow 
morning. 

The Canadian Pacific Railway Co.’s 
steamships, Tartar and Athenian, 4000 
and 4600 tons, have been bought by the 
government. They are at Vancouver. 
having been taken off the Klondike 
route and inspected by a government 
official some time ago. Because they 
are English naval reserve boats, they 
cannot be transferred to Uncle Sam 
directly, but will pass through the 
hands of the Pacific Coast Steamship 
Company as a matter of form. The 
Athenian will carry 1500 men and the 
Tartar 1200. Their speed is seventeen 
knots.

DISCREPANCY EXPLAINED. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 
WASHINGTON, July 26.—The War 


Department feels that it has reason to 


be gratified with the results estab- 
lished under the first and second calls 
for troops by the President. The state- 
ment issued last night shows that prac- 
tically all the States have supplied the 
quotas called for in the two Calls. It 
is explained that the discrepancy be- 
tween this statement and the one pub- 
lished a week ago which caused so 
much critcism,.and put several States, 
including Massachusetts, Nebraska and 
North Carolina, in the unenviable po- 
sition of having contributed only a por- 
tion of the troops called for, was ac- 
counted for in the fact that, owing to 
the failure to make prompt reports, 
these States appeared to be deficient. 


FLAG GOES UP. 


(CONTINUED FROM FIRST PAGE.) 


‘Wainwright, steamed into Guanica 


Harbor in order to reconnoiter the 
place. With the fleet waiting outside, 
the gallant little fighting yacht braved 
the mines which were supposed to be 
in the harbor, and found that there 
were five fathoms of water close in 
shore. 

Guanica is surrounded by cultivated 
lands. In the rear are high moun- 
tains, and on the beach nestles a vil- 
lage of about twenty houses. The 
Spaniards were completely taken by 
surprise. Almost the first they knew 
of the approach of the army of inva- 
sion was in the announcement con- 
tained in the firing of a gun from the 
Gloucester, demanding that the Span- 
iards haul down their flag which was 
floating from a flagstaff in front of 
the block-house standing to the east 
of the village. The first couple. of 
three-pounders were fired into the hills 
right and left of the bay, purposely 
avoiding the town lest the projectiles 
hurt women or children. The Glou- 
cester then hove to within about six 
hundred yards of the shore and low- 
ered a launch, having on board a Colt 
rapid-fire gun and thirty men under 
the command of Lieut. Huse, who was 
sent ashore without encountering op- 
position. 

Quartermaster Beck thereupon told 
Yeoman Lacey to haul down the Span- 
ish flag, which was done, and they then 
raised on the flagstaff the first United 
States flag to float over Porto Rican 
soil. 

Suddenly about thirty Spaniards 
opened fire with Mauser rifles on the 
American party. Lieut. Huse and his 
men responded with great gallantry, 
the Colt gun doing effective work. 
Norman, who received Cervera’s sur- 
render, and Wood, a volunteer lieuten- 
ant, shared the honors with Lieut. 
Huse. 

Almost immediately after the Amer- 
cans were fired on the Gloucester 
opened fire on the enemy with all her 
3 and 6-pounders which could _ be 
brought to bear, shelling the town, and 
also dropping shells into the hills to 
the west of Guanica, where a number 
of Spanish cavalry were to be seen 
hastening toward the place where the 
Americans had landed. 

Lieut. Huse then threw up a little 
fort, which he named Fort Wainwright, 
and laid barbed wire in the street in 
front of it in order to repel the ex- 
pected cavalry attack. The lieutenant 
also mounted the Colt gun and sig- 
nalled for reinforcements, which was 
sent from the Gloucester. The Asso- 
ciated Press dispatch boat Cynthia II 
was the only boat in the harbor except 
the Gloucester. 

While the Mausers were peppering all 
around, Lieut.Commander Wainwright 
called to the Associated Press corres- 
pondent and said: ‘They fired on us 
after their flag was down and ours was 
up, and after I had spared the town 
for the sake of the women and children. 
The next town I strike I will blow it 
up.’” 

Presently a few of the Spanish cav- 
alry joined those who were fighting in 
the streets of Guanica, but the Colt 
barked to a purpose, killing four of 
them. By that time, the Gloucester 
had the range of the town, and the 
blockhouse, and her guns were spit- 
ting fire, the doctor and paymaster 
helping to serve the guns. Soon after 
ward white-coated galloping cavalry- 
men were seen climbing the hills to the 
westward, and the foot soldiers were 
scurrying along the fences from the 
town, 

By 9:45 a.m., with the exception of 
a few guerrilla shots, the town was 
won and the enemy was driven out of 
its neighborhood. The Red Cross nurses 
on the Lampasas and a detachment of 
regulars were the first to land from the 
transports. 

After Lieut. Huse had captured the 
place, he deployed his small forces into 
the suburbs. But he was soon rein- 
forced by the regulars, who were fol- 
lowed by Co. G of the Sixth Illinois, 
and then by other troops in quick suc- 
cessien. All the boats of the men-of- 
war and transports were used in the 
work of landing the troops, each steam 
launch towing four or five boats loaded 
to the rails with soldiers. But every- 
thing progressed in an orderly manner, 
and according to the plans of Gen. 
Miles. The latter went ashore at about 
noon, after stopping to board the Glou- 
cester and thank  Lieutenant-Com- 
mander Wainwright for his gallant ac- 
tion. 

Gen. Miles said to the correspondent 
of the Associated Press: ‘“Guanica and 
Cina are in the disaffected portion of 
the island. Matteo, the insurgent 
leader, lives at Yauco, a few miles in- 
land. Had we landed at Cape Juan 
a line of rifle pits might have stopped 
our advance.” 

There is no doubt that Gen. Miles’s 
plans are being kept absolutely secret. 
The spirit of the troops, men and of- 
ficers, is admirable. The Massachusetts 
and Illinois contingents, which have 
been cooped up on board the Yale and 
Rita for a fortnight, will be delighted 
to get ashore. They will be well pro- 
tected by the artillery before a seri- 
ous advance is begun. 

Guanica is the most lovely spot yet 
occupied by our forces. It is the seat 
of the coffee and sugar industries, and 
large herds of cattle are pasturing in 
the meadows, which are bordered by 
cocoanut palms. Many head of cattle 
and a large number of horses have been 
driven into the mountains by their 
owners. Some of them will be captured. 
Ponce is the second city of the island, 
has a splendid harbor and will make 
a good base of operations. 

There are fifteen large coasters this 
afternoon at Guanica Bay, but only two 
barges were captured. It is likely that 
the’ Spanish garrison from Ponce may 
try to surprise our people tonight, but 
it will only be an affair of outposts. 
The town of Ponce is sure to fall 
shortly before the combined attack of 
our army and navy. The main fight- 
ing when San Juan is reached will be 
along the line of the splendid military 
road leading from Ponce to San Juan. 


But every precaution will be taken to 
lessen Our casualties; even to the use 
of the street shields, of which a sup- 
ply was brought with the expedition. 
The health of the troops is excellent, 
except among the Massachusetts men. 
They have been packed on the Yale for 
about fifteen days, and thirty cases of 
typhoid fever have developed among the 
soldiers. Parker of the Sixth Massa- 
chusetts died Friday and was buried at 
sea, 

Later in the day, the Dixie spoke the 
dispatch boat of the Associated Press. 
It was then about 9 o'clock at night, 
and the commander of the Dixie said 
he had been almost around the island 
of Porto Rico, and had not seen ’any 
man-of-war or transport, except ‘the 
New Orleans, which was blockading the 
port of San Juan. 

A heavy gale was blowing, causing 
the dispatch boat to take nineteen hours 
in making the 125 miles to St. Thomas. 
The Associated Press boat is the only 
dispatch boat with the fleet. 


GENUINE SURPRISE. 


But alsoa Matter of Congrat- 


ulation. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, July 26.—The news 
of the landing of Gen. Miles at Guanica, 
on the southwest shore of Porto Rico, 
came as a genuine surprise to the War 
Department. It had all been care- 
fully planned that he was to make his 
landing at another point, as remote 
as possible from the place where he 
actually landed, so there was little 
wonder that the officials received the 
first news of the landing with incred- 
ulity, and even went to the length of 
supposing that the story had been put 
afioat in order to distract attention 
from the point which had been se- 
lected. Just why Gen. Miles made 
this wide departure in the plans is not 
known, but it is suposed that he had 
gathered some information since he 
left Siboney that induced him to make 
the change. 

The result, however, has been to per- 
plex the department officials deeply and 
to considerably derange their care- 
fully-prepared programme for the re- 
mainder of the expedition. It. will 
now be necessary to intercept the sec- 
tions of the expedition already at sea, 
heading for certain selected points on 
the coast of Porto Rico, and to ad- 
vise them of the change in the plans® 
It is another exhibition of the reliance 
94} Uy Aq pooeid 
patches of the Associated Press that 
it proceeded to act at once in the di- 
rection indicated and to take steps to 
notify the sections afloat without wait- 
ing for news from Gen. Miles himself. 

Gen. Wilson’s brigade is now ap- 
proaching the island, being due there 
today or tomorrow, and reinforcements 
will follow at intervals of one or two 
days until the whole force of 30,000 men 
is landed, unless events connected 
with the peace negotiations make it 
expedient to stop future movements. 
However, it is a matter for congratu- 
lation to the War Department that 
Gen. Miles has managed to set foot on 
Porto Rico before the first overtures 
for peace, and thus to place the island 
in the same position as Cuba and the 
Philippines: namely, as territory at 
least partially in the possession of the 
United States at the beginning of the 
negotiations. 

The mail story brought a corrected 
list from Gen. Shafter as to his cas- 
ualties. Secretary Alger is distressed 
at the number of missing carried on the 
rolls, and today telegraphed Gen. 
Shafter to hire all necessary help and 
send out men through the jungles to 
hunt up the remains of the poor fel- 
lows, for he does not doubt that mis- 
sing in this case means death under the 
cactus or other bushes and an undis- 
covered body. 

The Havanese are still making des- 
perate efforts to get supplies in through 
the blockade, and two steamers are re- 
ported to have cleared today from Vera 
Cruz, Mexico, loaded with food, bent 
on reaching Sagua at the east, whence 
the supplies may be shipped overland. 
The Navy Department will give the 
matter attention. 

ORDERED TO GUANICA.

WASHINGTON, July 26.—Secretary 
Alger said tonight that the troops on 
transports for Cuba had already re- 
ceived orders to proceed to Guanica, 
where Gen. Miles had landed, instead 
of going to the point first agreed upon. 

DESIGNED AS A FEINT. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, July 26.—The ses- 
sion of the Cabinet today was prac- 
tically without interest. There were 
no important dispatches, and the bus- 
iness done was of minor character. 
While without official advices of the 
landing of Miles’s expedition, there was 
some discussion of the press reports. 

It is believed that the landing at a 
point on the south coast of Porto Rico 
near Ponce, if made at all, was de- 
signed as a feint.

VATICAN ‘‘FEELERS.” 


Breaking Their Complete De- 


feat to the Spanish People. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, July 26.—The re- 
ported statement from the Vatican of 
what purports to be terms of peace ac- 
ceptable to both the United States and 
Spain, is set down here as only one of 
the many “feelers’’ that ‘have been 
thrown out within the past ten weeks, 
probably to test public feeling in the 
United States primarily, and second- 
arily, to break slowly to the masses of 
the Spanish people the realization of 
their complete defeat, of which they 
are not yet aware because of the super- 
‘human efforts’ put forth by the Spanish 
government to suppress or perfert the 
news of actual events. 

It is suspected that the events named, 
the annexation to the United States of 
Cuba and Porto Rico, and the relin- 
quishment to Spain of the Philippines, 
present what may be now looked upon 
as the maximum concessions that Spain 
is willing to make. From this point 
of view, the statement is not discourag- 
ing, thoug’h, of course, it must be real- 
ized that the Spanish minimum is very 
far below the American minimum. 
Still there must be some starting point 
for negotiations that will, in the end, 
lead up to peace, and therefore the pub- 
lication of these various “feelers” is 
not deprecated by our government, 
though so far it can be positively as- 
serted they have no basis of fact, at 
least on this side of the Atlantic. 

Baron Sternberg, the German Secre- 
tary of the Legation, called at both the 
State and War Departments today. 
His visit had no connection with peace 
negotiations, being inspired simply by 
a desire to secure permission from our 
government for a number of German 
surgeons to visit the American army 
camps here and in Cuba, 


HANDBILLS IN MADRID.

MADRID, July 26.—The city is flooded 

today with dodgers advocating that 
peace negotiations be submitted

HAVANA, July 26, 6 p. m.—The fol- 
lowing is the official report made today 
of the engagement between the Span- 
ish forces and the American marines 
on Saturday, July 23, near Bahia 
Honda, sixty-five miles west of Ha- 
vana, off the north coast of the prov- 
ince of Pinar Del Rio: 

“On July 23, Senor Manzanilla, mayor 
of Bahia Honda left the town about 
sunrise, with forces of all arms, pro- 
ceeding in a northerly direction toward 
Manimani Creek and Cobernadora 
Beach to the west of the entrance to 
the bay, on which the town of Bahia 
Honda is situated. It had been re- 
ported that American ships had been 
seen there the day before (Friday.) 

“On arriving the Spanish forces 
opened with artillery and musketry 
fire, compelling the American ship in 
the offing to withdraw, with several 
losses on board. Of the landing party, 
four were killed, among them a lieu- 
tenant, as was ascertained from docu- 
ments on his person. 

“Our troops also sank the boat used 
in the landing with eight men, and 
captured one new Remington, a Bor- 
dan, and a hundred cartridges. The 
Spanish losses were three slightly 
wounded. The censor would not allow 
the transmission of news as to this 
engagement yesterday. .. .” 

The foregoing dispatch corroborates 
advices from Madrid to the Associated 


Press, Monday night, which said that 


a private dispatch from San Juan de 
Porto Rico reported the appearance of 
a strong American squadron before 
Bahia Honda and the repulse of the 
American landing with considerable 
losses. 


SIFTED THROUGH RUSSIA.

no acceptance which would imply the 
stopping of the way when the Ameri- 
cans were adding victories on victories, 
to embark on a vague diplomatic ne- 
gotiation.

likely to be propesed-is-to authorize di- | 


rect negotiations between Spain and 
this country, Spain being represented 
by Senor Leon Castillo, the Spanish 
Ambassador at Paris, and the United 
States by Gen. Horace Porter, our Am- 
bassador to France, Senor Castillo is 
one of the foremost diplomats of Eu- 
rope, and since the war began his chief 
mission has. been to go’from capital to 
capital and endeavor to awaken  for- 
eign intervention in behalf of Spain. 
Failing in this, he has turned his at- 
tention to the peace movement as the 
last chance for saving his country. Cas- 
tillo is a linguist, speaking English, so 
that the negotiations could proceed 
with facility. While not a veteran in 
diplomacy, Gen. Porter is regarded as 
able and tactful, and moreover, he 
would be guided by very explicit in- 
structions from Washington. This 
plan is quite tentative, however, and 
it is rather doubtful whether = the 
United States government would con- 
sent to have such important negotia- 
tions removed so far from Washington 
and conducted in a European capital 
where the atmosphere might not be 
conducive to forwarding the desires of 
this country. 

The conference of Secretaries Alger, 
Bliss, Wilson and Postmaster-General 
Emory Smith with President McKinley 
lasted until nearly midnight. At its 
conclusion, Secretary Alger said that 
no special Cabinet meeting had been 
called for tomorrow, and he saw no 
prospect for one. Probably no regular 
session of the Cabinet will be neces- 
sary for the President to determine 
upon his answer to the French Ambas- 
sador. In fact, from what was said 
by members of the Cabinet, who have 
consulted with the President, it seems 
practically determined to accept the of- 
fer to open negotiations. It was stated 
that in affecting a settlement some be- 
ginning had to be made. The offer 
made today was such a beginning. 
Nothing could be known about the 
terms upon which the negotiations will 
be conducted or proposals to be made 
until there had been a further con- 
ference by those having the matter in 
charge. Secretary Alger again stated 
when he left the White House that 
there would be no change in the plans 
of the campaign and that the war 
would be pushed with vigor. 

RUSSIA'S INTERFERENCE. 
[A. P, EARLY MORNING REPOBRT.] 

NEW YORK, July 26.—A dispatch to 
the World from Madrid says: 

“It is authoritatively stated that 
Russia is even more active than Ger- 
many or Austria in diplomatically pro- 
moting Spain, and is moving for a 
combination of the continental powers 
to do something to check the United 
States. At different stages of the war 
the Russian government has assured 
the Spanish Foreign Ministry that it 
does not want any European power 
nor America itself, to establish itse!f 
in the Spanish archipelago and in Oce- 
anica. But having reasons of its own 
for not wishing to appear too openly 
to help Spain, fearing it might pro- 
mote an understanding between Great 
Britain and the United States, Rus- 
sia has encouraged Germany to exert 
pressure at Manila, and has induced 
France to take the lead in demonstra- 
tions of sympathy, which the French 
oFreign Ministry only reluctantly con- 
sented to do. 

Ever since then Russia and the Vat- 
ican, with the aid of the Austrian 
court, though contrary to the judg- 
ment of the Austrian Chancellor, Count 
Golouchowski, have been arranging for 
concerted action by the continental 
powers to interfere, both when an 
American squadron comes to Europe, 
and when, in the peace negotiations, 
the question of the Philippines comes 
up. Then Russia and France will plead 
in behalf of the Spanish interests to | 
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prevent the United States, Germany, or 
Japan interfering” 
EUROPEAN DICTATION IS 

P NOUNCED.

HONGKONG, July 
Dispatch.] Repeated telegraphic  re- 
ports received here from European cap- 
itals announce that all the European 
nations have agreed that America shall 
not annex the Philippine Islands. This 
has greatly aroused activity at Span- 
ish headquarters, in this city.

GRAVE DIFFICULTIES.

LONDON, July 27.—The [ondon 
morning papers agree that it will be im- 
possible for Spain to pay indemnity, 
and that it is impossible that the 
United States will demand money com- 
pensation. They all concede that the 
Spanish flag has gone forever from 
Cuba and and Porto Rico. 

The question of the future of the 
Philippine Islands is universally ad- 
mitted as presenting very grave déffi- 
culties, owing to the impossibility of 
granting independence. The _ general 
opinion is that the United States will 
retain a coaling station and have a re- 
version in the islands. 

WHAT FORAKER SAYS.

CITY’S INJUNCTION GOES OVER. 


W. T. S. HAMMOND IN THE GUARD- 
IANSHIP RACE FOR DOROTHY. 


Curious Point of Two Owners in Fee 
to Whittier Lands Raised in De- 
partment Six—Herbert Sprague 
Held to Answer. 


Capt. Charles T. Healey was selected 
yesterday by -the Los Angeles City 
Water Company as its arbitrator on the 
Board of Arbitration which will en- 
deavor to settle the question of how 
much the city must pay for the water 
plant. The appointee is one of the best 
known civil engineérs in this part of 
the State, and has never been con- 
nected with the company. He and J. 
C. Kays, the city’s representative on 
the board, will now select the third 
member. 

Because Policeman Joe Miller failed 
to arrest a crowd in the saloon at Sixth 
and Broadway, in spite of the fact that 
they were violating the law under his 
very eyes, he has been cited to appear 
before the Board of Police Commis- 
sioners at the next meeting, and make 
such explanation as he may have to 
offer. The owner of the saloon has 
also been directed to appear to show 
cause why his license should not be 
revoked. 

The work of reading the city assess- 
ment rolls has almost been completed 
by the Board of Equalization, and the 
hearing of petitions of property owners 
for reduction of assessments will be- 
gin tomorrow. 

When the legal represetatives of the 
city, and the Los Angeles City Water 
Company gathered in department two 
yesterday there was some difference of 
opinion manifested as to ‘the procedure 
to be adopted. t the last moment a 
demurrer was ed on behalf of the 
city, and the city’s counsel thereupon 
desired to argue upon the general case. 
As a fact, however, the case was in 
coyrt on a motion for an injunction, 
and so Senator White stated, and coun- 
sel for the two water companies desired 
that the motion merely be argued. 
Finally, and by mutual consent, the 
hearing went over to August 4, when 
both causes in their entirety will be 
taken up. 

The eagerness being displayed by a 
variety of persons to act in the capac- 
ity of guardian to the person and es- 
tate of little Edith Dorothy Creede is 
most interestng. The several petitions 
filed have been by people occupying 
the most varied positions in life, and 
the one filed by W. T. S. Hammond, 
asssistant cashier of the First National 
Bank, will probably compare favorably 
with any or all of the others.

AN ENGINEER CHOSEN, 


LOS ANGELES CITY WATER COM- 
PANY NAMES ITS ARBITRATOR. 


Board of Police Commissioner 
Wants a Policeman to Answer 
Certain Questions—Board of 
Equalization Soon to Hear Ap- 
peals, 


At a special session of the Board of 
Directors of the Los Angeles City 
Water Company yesterday Capt. 
Charles T. Healey, one of the best- 
known civil engineers in Southern Cali- 
fornia, was elected as the company’s 
arbitrator in the controversy over the 
water question. The members of 
the directory have for several days 
been considering the question of 
whom they should appoint, and several 
names were suggested. The com- 
pany’s attorneys were consulted and 
after some discussion at yesterday's 
meeting, Capt. Healey was chosen. The 
official notification of the appoint- 
ment will be filed in the office of the 
City Clerk probably today. 

Capt, Healey is a native of Vermont, 
and is a pioneer of California, having 
made this State his home since early 
in the 50’s. A few years after he came 
to California he was elected County 
Surveyor of Santa Clara county, and 
except such semi-official positions as 
those in which he was appointed by 
courts as engineer in partition proceed- 
ings, he has held no other official po- 
sition, and has had little to do with 
politics. He came to this city about 
1879, leaving the position of chief en- 
gineer of the New Alameda Silver Min- 
ing Company. His coming here was 
to take charge of the work of making 
a partition of the Palos Verdes Ranch, 
a tract of some 19,000 acres, on which 
the towns of San Pedro and Wilming- 
ton now stand, the land. ineluded in the 
ranch extending nearly to Redondo. 
The survey of this tract was one of 
the most important pieces of work of 
that kind that has been done in this 
part of the State in recent years. He 
had charge of the extensive surveys 
made by the Long Beach Company and 
made the surveys for the Longe Beach 
and Wilmington and Los Angeles and 
Ocean Railroads. As assistant to 
the County Surveyor he had charge 
of much of the important work of de- 
fining the channels of the San Gabriel 
River and its branches. He has fre- 
quently been called into consultation 
on some of the largest engineering 
feats in the State. He was never con- 
nected with the water company. His 
office is in the Baker Block, and he 
resides at Long Beach. 

The ordinance appointing James C. 
Kays arbitrator for the city having 
been signed by Mayor Snyder, and pub- 
lished officially. is now in force. Messrs. 
Kays and Healey will within the next 
few days appoint the third member of 
the Board of Arbitration. There has 
been much speculation as to who this 
third man will be, but the two arbitra- 
tors themselves do not know whom 
they will select. 


CITED TO APPEAR, 


Questions Must Be Answered by a 
Policeman and a Bar-keeper. 
Patrolman J. A. Miller has been cited 
to appear at the next regular meeting 
of the Board of Police Commissioners 
to explain his alleged failure to per- 
form his duty in not arresting all the 
participants in a general fight in the 
“Dewey” saloon, at the southeast cor- 
ner of Sixth and Broadway. The or- 
der instructing him to eppear was en- 
tered at the regular meeting of the 
beard yesterday morning, and the cause 
of it was a report which the officer 
himself filed recently with his ser- 


geant. At the same meeting the saloon- 
keeper will be asked to show cause 
if any exists, why the license of the 
saloon should ‘not be revoked. 
Residents of the vicinity of Sixth 
and Broadway complained to police 
headquarters Sunday that-a fight had 
taken place in the saloon that morn- 
ing, causing their sleep to be dis- 
turbed. Patrolman Mfiller was on duty 
on that beat at the time and he was 
ordered to submit a written report of 
the matter. He did so and in his re- 
port stated that at 4 o'clock Sunday 
morning his attention to the place was 
attracted by hearing voices within. 
Looking through a small opening in the 
screen he saw a man behind the bar 
attired as a barkeeper, and several 


other men were before the bar. Hie 
could not then get into the place. At 
4:45 o'clock he heard the noise of a 


fight in the place. Suddenly the glass 
in the front door was broken from 
within and he could hear the men fight- 
ing. This time he entered the saloon 
by a side entrance and saw two men 
clinched and several others trying to 
separate them. Just as he entered the 
men were parted. He did not make any 
arrests, be says in his report, for the 
reason that no blows were exchanged 
in his presence, 

The report of the matter was sub- 
mitted to Sergt. Morton, and through 
him Chief Glass received it and filed 
it with the Board of Police Commis- 


sioners. AS sOon as the report was 
read at the meeting yesterday, the 
commissioners wanted to know why 


the policeman had not arrested every- 
body in the saloon and especially the 
two men who were fighting, one of 
whom was said to be Lee Morris, the 
proprietor of the place. In order that 
the policeman may explain why he did 
not make an arrest, he was ordered 
to appear before the commission next 
Tuesday. His report shows that not 
only was there a disturbance of the 
peace, but there was a double viola- 
tion of the closing law, as the saloon 
was open after midnight and on Sun- 
day morning. In order to ascertain 
why the saloon was open at these times 
contrary to law, Morris will be invited 
before the Police Commission and will 
probably lose his license. 

In spite of the fact that an official 
report of anything but enviable charac- 
ter had been made by the Chief on the 
application of AngeloeCaldera for a 
transfer of a saloon license so that 
he could open a saloon at Plaza and 
Los Angeles streets, the application 
was granted yesterday. At first the ap- 
plicant did not have the required front- 
age represented on his petition, but he 
secured that and was given the trans- 
fer. 

The petition made to the City Coun- 
cil by Slotterbeck et al., asking that 
no saloon licen be granted for a 
house on New High street because, the 
petitioners averred, a disorderly house 
was to be opened there, which was re- 
ferred by the Council to the Board of 
Police Commissioners, was ordered filed. 

Frank McLellan, who was_fired from. 
the posflition of inspector of street 
sweeping, for alleged crooked work in 
that department, and was later ap- 
pointed a special policeman, lost that 
job yesterday. He recently left ‘the 
city, it is alleged, with another man's 
wife and the Board of Police Commis- 
sioners tock cognizance of the matter 
and ordered his name dropped from 
the rolls of special policemen. 

F. V. Rushton was appointed a spe- 
cial policeman. He will serve at 


Elysian Park, but will draw no pay 


from the police fund. 

A. A. Dunton filed an application for 
appointment as a special policeman, It 
wes placed on file. 


Reading Almost Finished. 

The Board of Equalization has almost 
completed the work of reading the as- 
sessment rolls for the current year, 
and before the end of the week will 
be ready to hear appeals for reduction 
of assessments by property-owners who 
are dissatised with the valuations 
placed upon their property by the As- 
sessor. A large number of these ap- 
peals have been filed within the last few 
days, and the board will be kept -busy | 
almost every day until August ?». 
Councilman Nickell presided at the ses- 
sion of the board yesterday. 


Larger District Wanted. 

A number of property-owners includ- 
ed in the assessment district for the 
proposed improvement of Sixth street 
from Fremont to Bixel, have filed a 
protest in the City Clerk’s office ad- 
dressed to the Council, in which they 
assert that the district is too smal] con- 
sidering the benefits that will be de- 
rived from the improvement to prop- 
erty that is not included. They ques- 
tion the right of the Council to make 
such a district, and want it either ex- 
tended or the proceedings abandoned. 

Half-holiday for Clerks. 

A movement is on foot to secure an 
agreement from all the merchants of 
the city to close their stores for one 
afternoon during the week until the 
end of the summer. As yet the agitation 
has not resulted in any compact fte- 
tween the merchants. Arthur Letts, 
proprietor of the Broadway Depart- 
ment Store, has taken the initiative by 
declaring that regardless of the action 
of other employers, he will close his 
store at 1 o'clock every Thursday aft- 
ernoon, and give the rest 6f the day 
to his employés as a half holiday. The 
men and women connected with his 
store have addressed a grateful letter 
to him thanking him for his good ex- 
ample to other Los Angeles business 
men.

THE WATER SUITS, 


MOTION FOR INJUNCTION GOES 
OVER UNTIL NEXT WEEK, 


The Suits of the City Water Com- 
pany and the Crystal Springs 
Land and Water Company Will 
Then Be Taken Up and Disposed 
of Together. 


The suit of the Los Angeles City 
Water Company against the city came 
up yesterday befora Judge Oster, of 
San Bernardino, who sat for Judge 
Clark in the proceeding, on the motion 
for an injunction. Before the case Was 
called, City Attorney Dunn filed a de- 
murrer to the suit, couched In general 
terms and merely alleging the facts 
set forth did not constitute a cause 
of action, 


As heretofore, Senator White, and J. 
S. Chapman, Esq., represented the 
water companies, and City Attorney 


Dunn and J. R. Scott, Esq., the city of 
Los Angeles, 


Senator White stated to the court 
that the case had come up on a motion 
for an injunction, a temporary re- 
straining order having previously is- 
sued. Alluding to the demurrerthathad 
been filed, he said that being general 
in character, it would bring up the 
ease and it would not be possible to 
consider it on its merits at that time. 

Mr. Dunn interposed to explain that 
the demurrer had been filed simply to 
raise certain law points, and that be- 
fore the injunction was reached it was 
intended that an answer should be put 
in, sustained by affidavits. 

Senator White contended that the 
demurrer had no technical place on the 
calendar, and if the motion for an in- 
junction was not to be heard at once, he 
objected very decidedly to having it 
heard piecemeal. The court thought 
that argument om thé demurrer would 
cover points to the general case, and 
it did not appear to him that there 
was any use in repetition: at the same 
time he expressed a willingness to 
leave the matter in the hands of 
counsel]. 

After that it was apparent that 
the hearing would have to be continued. 
Senator White wanted to knéw how 
long the city would require to file affi- 
davits, for opposing counsel would be 
entitled to answer them. Mr. Dunn 
stipulated that the affidavits and plead- 
ing should be filed some time on 
Thursday, and by consent the court ap- 
pointed the following Thursday, August 
4, as the date when the two causes 
will be taken up together. Meantime 
the restraining order will still hold 


until the »whole-mat is taken and

Matrimonial Prize. 

Mrs. Maria A. Montes de Oca was 
granted a decree yesterday by Judge 
Shaw, divorcing her from Manuel 
Garcia Montes de Oca, on the ground 
of desertion, and permission wag ac- 
corded her of resuming the name of 


Woodworth—the name of a previous 
husband. 


In days gone by the name of Beh 
Woodworth was well known in the com- 
munity as one of its wealthiest citizens. 
He owned valuable properties scattered 
throughout the county, and at the time 
of the big flood had 100 acres washed 
away and destroyed, for which he had 
been offered $800 an acre. At that time; 
and indeed after his death, Mrs. Maria 
Antonio de Woodworth lacked for noth- 
ing that money could buy. About the 
end of 1595 an individual rejoicing in 
the high-sounding name of Manuc!l 
Garcia Montes de Oca appeared upon 
the scene and began to pay court to 
the wealthy widow. He said that he 
was a Cuban, of pure Castilian blood, 
and a count in his own right. Mrs. 
Woodworth, like most of the old Span- 
ish people, led a very quiet and se- 
cluded life, and had no means of know- 
ing much about her admirer beyond 
what he told her. In April, 1890, De 
Oca won his bride, and shortly after 
this the Cuban count proved himself 
toa be of no account whatever. i In- 
stead of being of noble family he had 
filled the comparatively humble posi-

THE GREAT IRRIGATION PROBLEM. 
The subject of Federal irrigation 
of arid lands was hendled in an in- 
teresting and convincing manner by 
George H. Maxwell, at the Chamber 
of Commerce, on Monday. This ques- 
tion received. a considerabie 
amount of attention from THe Times 
during the past few years, and will 
receive more, as it is undoubtedly 
one of the most important questions 
before the American people today. 
This country has reached a point 
where our great cities are congested 
with population, thousands of whom 
are unable to earn a regular living. 
On the other hand, free government 
homes, which formerly offered a safe 
outlet to those who were unable to 
secure emplagyment in the cities, have 
become more and more difficult of ar- 
tainment yet, at the same time there 
are millions of acres of land in this 
country, which only need the appli- 
cation of Water to become duplicates 
of Riverside, Pomona, Ontario, and 
other flourishing communities, that 
have grown up in Southern California 
upon sections which were arid and for- 
bidding a quarter of a century ago. 

Mr. Maxwell, in his address, urged 
the construction of Federal storage 
reservoirs, as a part of the established 
policy of internal improvements by 
the government, as recommended by 
-Capt. Chittenden, who made a careful 
and systematic investigation of the 
question. These enterprises are en- 
tirely beyond the scope of private, or 
even State capital. There is certainly 
no apparent reason why the govern- 
ment should not spend some of the 
money destined for internal improve- 
ments to irrigate arid lands, just as 
it spends millions of dollars to pro- 
tect the low lands of the Mississippi 
River from floods 

It is proposed to inaugurate this 
policy by working for an appropria- 
tion in the next Congress to build 
reservoirs already surveyed in Colo- 
rado and. Wyoming, and also to sur- 
vey sites for new reservoirs in other 
States, including California

PACIFIC COAST TRADE WITH CHINA. 

Few persons who have not given

one, and it takes two days tO weave 
a piece of coarse native cloth twenty- 
five feet long and one and one-fourth 
feet wide. 

It is not to be expected that the 
Pacific Coast will be able; to com- 
pete with other parts of the United 
States in exports of cotton goods 10 
China, but there are many other in:- 
portant products with which we may 


expect to be able to open up a large 


and increasing commerce among the 
teeming myriads of that mysterious 
land which is now being opened to 
civilization. Exports of flour to 
China have been rapidly increasing 
during the past few years, yet the flour 
consumption of China is at present 
absolutely insignificant, in proportion 
to the population of the empire. It 
is not too much to expect that, be- 
fore many years, China will be able 
and willing to consume the _ entire 
wheat product of the Pacific Coast, in 
the shape of flour. 


GOOD ROADS, 

Seturday after n was devoted to 
a discussion of od roads, at the 
Chautauqua meeting, in Long Beach. 
In the course of the discussion some 
striking and interesting facts were 
brought out. It was shown, for in- 
stance, that a government investiga- 
tion meade several years ago brought 
to light the remarkable fact that the 
annual cost of haulage over the pub- 
lic roads of the United States was 
nearly $1,000,000,000. This is 40 per 
cent. of the value of all farm products 
in the United States for the year 1890. 
It has been estimated that a saving 
of 40 per cent. can be made between 
hauling over bad or good roads. Ac- 
cerding to this, the farmers and other 
producers of the United States are 
annually wasting the immense sum 
of $400,000,000. 

Coming to our own State, it was 
stated, a couple of yeers ago, that Cal- 
ifornia is spending $4,000,000 a year 
on her roads. 

A speaker adduced facts and figures 
to show that the saving to Los Ange- 
les county alone, by good. roads, 
would amount to more than $600,000 
per annum, which would be equiva- 
lent to the interest on $12,000,000 et 
5 per cent. Another speaker asserted 
that the wagon roads of the United 
States are inferior to those of any 
civilized country, except Russia and 
Turkey—neither of which countries, 
it may be remarked, is very high on 
the plane of civilization. 

Gen. Forman submitted recommen- 
dations from the league ‘that the 
County Surveyor be given’ greater 
powers, and held to greater responsi- 
bilities; that he be required to pass 
an examination upon road construc- 
tion before the State Department of 
Highways; that a new law be pre- 
pared to meet the requirements, and 
one that may be substituted for the 
present wide-tire law. 

The question of good roads is a 
most important one, and cannot be 
too much agitated. It is somewhat 
of a disgrace to Southern California, 
which has shown so much enterprise 
in other directions, that it should be 
content to remain behind some other 


counties of the State in road improVe- 
ment. 


Silver men are fond of tracing a 
connection between the price of silver 
and the price of wheat. There has, 
however, so far as we are aware, not 
been any attempt to find a connection 
between the price of beef and the 
price of wives. Yet, such a condition 
prevails in Natal, South Africa, where 
there has been a great rise in the 
market price of wives. Before the 
rinderpest killed so many cattle, the 
quotation was eleven head of cattle, 
vaiued at £33, but eleven head now 
represent £133 It is being urged that 
the government should fix three head 
as the price of a wife for the pres- 
ent, and should make it a rule that 
the money equivalent may be paia, 
where cattle are not procurable.

If 
some of the European nations get too 
gay, we may be obliged to teach them 
a lesson, too.

CALIFORNIA WINES FOR EUROPE. 

A writer in the Leader, a journal 
published in Melbourne, Australia, has 
an interesting article on the wine in- 
dustry, in which he shows the suc- 


cess that has been achieved by Aus-’ 


tralian wine-growers, in making ship- 
ments to England, and also touches 
upon some mistakes that might easily 
be corrected. Among other: things, 
he shows that it is of paramount im- 
portance, that wines are only shipped 
in perfect condition to England— 
when\the first fermentation is  en- 
tirely completed—and that they are of 
an age when there will be less prob- 
ability of their refermenting en route 
and arriving in a state unfit for bot- 
tling. Very few troubles of this de- 
scription occur in connection with 
‘Bordeaux wines, but with Frencu 
Burgundies, which contain more nat- 
ural saccharine, it frequently happens 
that wines which can be conveyed in 
perfect order to Belgium and  Ger- 
many by railway, will, owing to the 
soa passage, arrive in a valueless con- 
dition in England. Hence, with the 
still larger amount of natural sugar 
in Australian and Californian wines, 
even greater care should be taken in 
their shipment, particularly as, if 
they suffer transit, they become sub- 
jected to the altogether wrong inter-, 
pretation that the wines are not pure, 
when, as a matter of fact, it often 
happens that they are of a more gen- 
erous character than the lighter wines 
which will arrive in perfect order. 

There is a great field in Europe 
for California wines, but in order to 
take advantage of that field Califor- 
nia wine-growers must carefully study 
the market and conditions of ship- 
ment. 


Hongkong advices state that re- 
peated telegraphic reports have been 
received there to the effect that “all 
the European nations have agreed that 
America shall not annex the Philip- 
pine Islands.” If all the European 
nations are desirous that the Philip- 
pines shall be annexed by “America,” 
the surest way to bring about annexa- 
tion is to attempt to bulldoze us into 
pursuing a course other than that 
which we have mapped out. If the 
“concert of Europe” is wise, it will 
keep extremely quiet about the Philip- 
pines and the terms of peace. We 
have won the victories in this war, 
and we shall certainly dictate the 


‘terms of peace. 


In view of the imminence of peace 
negotiations and the possibility of in- 
ternational complications ‘growing out 
of them, it is to be hoped that the 
government will hasten the transpor- 
tation to Manila of the remainder of 
Gen. Merritt’s corps. It is not im- 
probable that a large force may be 
needed there in the very near future. 
The purchase of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway Company’s steamships Tartar 
and Athenian, capable of carrying 
1200 and 1500 men, respectively, will 
help matters along amazingly. 


The refusal of Wells, Fargo & Co. 
to pay its share of the war tax is so 
directly contrary to the usual generous 
and patriotic course of that corpora- 
tion as to occasion universal surprise. 
The people who have looked upon 
this old and stable company with 
such favor in the past are still in_ 
hopes that it will break loose froin 
the alleged Express combination and 
do its duty by the country in this 
hour that calls for loyal support of 
the government. 


We still “remember the Maine,” 
but there are so many other things 
to remember that have happened of 
late that we are unable to devote as 
much time to remembering as we did 
a while back. It keeps us reason- 
ably busy to remember Dewey and 
Bagley, and Hobson, and Schley, and 
Shafter, and their great deeds on 
land and sea, as well as Montijo and 
Cervera, who once had fleets. The 
country’s remembrance department is 
getting crowded. 


If it be true, as statea in the dis- 
patches, that the Spaniards sank the 
gunboat Sandoval, near Caimanera, 
which was included in the terms of 
surrender to Gen. Shafter, Spain 
should be made to pay every cent of 
the value of the vessel. It was an 
utterly inexcusable act of treachery— 
and especially so in view of the fact 
that the starving soldiers at Caima- 
nera have for some time past been 
kept alive on United States rations. 


The London Saturday Review makes 
this frank avowal: “The lesson “of 
all our conflicts with America was 
that the American soldiers and sail- 
ors shoot markedly better than our 
own and won astonishing victories.” 
For confirmation we beg to refer to 
Admirals Montijo and Cervera, who 
have had marked experience in treat- 
ing with Yankee gunners. 


All the States of this imperial 
Union have responded to the Presi- 
dent’s first and second calls for 
treops by furnishing the full quotas 
assigned them. And if our great and 
good Uncle Samuel wants more men, 
guns, money, or anything else in the 
war line, he has only to let his wi:hes 
be known to have them promptly sup- 
plied. 


There is nothing on the Lord’s 
green earth that will more highly 
appreciate a declaration of peace than 
Blanco’s typewriter. The poor girl 
must be on the precipice of paresis 
by this time; and as for the machine, 
it is a safe gamble that it is only fit 
for the scrapheap.

If the reported statement from the 
Pope of conditions of peace presumed 
to be acceptable to both the United 
States and Spain is merely a “feeler,”’ 
originating in »Spain, to test senti- 
ment in America, it is as senseless as 
many other efforts of Spain at state- 
craft. If it is intended to break 
gradually to .the masses a realization 
of the hopelessness of further re- 
sistance, there is doubtless abundant 
reason for it. 


It is-not at all. surprising to learn 
that Gen. Shafter has found the Span- 
ish prisons at Santiago horribly 
filthy. We have got a big job ahead 
of us to cieanse the island of Cuba 
of Spanish filth and disease. But 
we are in every sense equal to the 
task. 


We feel a little bit nervous about 
this suit for peace business, until we 
know whether Blanco is going to 
come in onto the reservation, or 
whether he proposes to keep on tear- 
ing through the brush and roaring 
like a herd of wild animals.

New Rapid-fire Gun, 


{New York Commercial Advertiser: 
An English inventor has just patente 
a rapid-fire gun which he believes, 
when. perfected, will discharge the enor- 
mous number of 30,0000 bullets per 
minute. The gun discharges its mis- 
siles by ‘“‘centrifugal force,’ being, in 
fact, a wonderful development of the 
ancient sling. It has a disc working 
within a case at 15,000 revolutions per 
minute, a speed which has already 
been obtained in practice. From the 
circumference of the disc project two 
hands. The bullets are poured into 
the case from a hopper, and as they 
fall are caught by the hands, which, 
in coming around, rain them out in a 
continuous stream through an orifice. 
They are guided into a slevee, which 
may be elevated or depressed and 
sighted like the muzzle of arifle. The 
disk of the gun is about three feet in 
diameter, and, as it travels at the rate 
of 15,000 revolutions per minute, the 
circumferential rate is 45,000 feet. This 
would impel bullets with tremendous 
muzzle velocity, and at close quarters 
would, Mr. Judge declares, mean abso- 
lute annihilation to an enemy.

SHOT BY ASSASSSINS. 


Charles A. Brant, Well Known Here, 
Murdered at St. Louis, 


Telgraphic dispatches from St, Louis 
in yesterday morning’s Times brought 
the intelligence that Charles A. Brant 
had beea murdered in that city by par- 
ties who shot twice at him as he was 
malling a letteratthecornerof Twen- 
‘ty-first and Locust streets. Although 
spectators saw three men running 
away, they were too dazed to make an 
attempt at stopping them. Letters 
found in his pocket show that Brant 
realized that his life was in danger, 
and had provided for such an emerg- 
ency by carrying a letter addressed 
to his wife, directed to Asbury Park, 
N. J., also a will bearing her address. 

Charlie Brant was known by many in 
this city and at Redondo, he having for 
some time acted as private secretary 
for George Ainswerth, which work 
took him to the Redondo Hotel. He also 
worked for a time as clerk in the Hol- 
lenbeck Hotel, and later on as an in- 
surance agent with an office in the 
Lankershim building. His sister, Mrs. 
J. M. Sutton, wife of the former su- 
perintendent of the Redondo Railway, 
is living in the city at No. 242 East 
Twenty-seventh street. 

In all probability the causes leading 
to his murder will remain a mystery. 
Many of his friends here have theo- 
rized over the matter, but are unwill- 
ing to give the results for publica- 
tion. 

While connected with the Redondo 
Hotel, Brant met a Miss Mary Hard- 
ing, of St. Louis, a daughter of Roger 
E. Harding, a very wealthy citizen of 
that place. They fell in love with each 
other and subsequently they eloped to 
New York, where they were married, 
without the consent of Mr. Harding, 
who bitterly opposed the marriage. 
They soon returned to Los Angeles, 
but it is alleged that Mrs. Brant found 
matters different from her past when it 
came to curtailing expenses. 

A divorce suit followed, and on April 
13 last Judge B. N. Smith granted Mrs. 
Brant a decree. Among other things al. 
leged as grounds was that Brant was 
riot able to support his wife. Mr. Hard- 
ing and daughter immediately left for 
the East. It is said that before the 
couple separated, an attempt at ami- 
cable divorce was made, and it would 
appear from the subsequent history of 
the couple that they were divorced in 
name and afterward lived together as 
man and wife. Some facts connected 
with the case will never be known,

Twenty of the forty High School 
boys who organized an expedition to 
pick fruit in Ventura county returned 
yesterday in a big hay wagon, drawn 
by four horses. They had made the 
sixty-mile trip from Santa Paula in 
two days. They were as brown as In- 
dians, and well supplied with spending 
money from their experience of farm 
life. Half of the party still remains in 
Ventura county, where the boys will 
stay until the prune crop has all been 
harvested,

CAIMENES (Cuba..) July §. — There 


are more desiralle places for cross- 
country travel than the province of 
Santiagco de Cuba. just’ now, particu- 
larly wnder the prevailing conditions 
here. A horse is worth as much as an 
ordinary lometive. or would be, if one 
could be purchased ot any price. Guides 
are not to be had, and the dim trails 
that are denominated roads, by the 
Matives, disappear in the chaparral 
within a few vards from the habita- 


tion which the tourist leaves Waen stait- 


five different times, and one arm avas 
totally paralyzed. A portion of the 
company that interested me_ greatly 
comprised a collection of boys and 
young men, evidently chosen for the 
-particular service they’ were datailed 
upon on account of their superior .con- 
stitutions and activity. They were the 
muleteers. Some of the boys were not 
more than 15: none were more than 20. 
They were in command of an old gray- 
bearded tramp, Whose skin seemed 
stretched like parchment over a frame 
of bones two or three sizes too large 
for it. Each boy who followed the man 
drove a horse, or what had at one time 


been a horse. The “grass-tackie” of 
Cuba, perhaps, belongs to the equine 
family. He has a head shaped some- 


what liké that of a horse, has four 8 
and feet and a weathefboarded body. 
His tail is an appendage = scarcely 
worth mentioning. He is about ten 
hands high, or not quite so large as a 
yearling colt, and weighs less than 
six hundred pounds. He eats any old 
thing wen he can get it, and when 
he can’t, why, he simply doesn’t eat. 
Perched wpon the back of each “‘tackie” 
was a huge pack, comprising rolls of 
hammocks, grass-cloth mats, wicker 
baskets containing United States army 
provisions that had just been issued 
to them; hay, grain, ammunition 
boxes—everything, in fact, that the 
Cubans had been able to pick up in the 
camps of the generous Americanos. The 
pack upon each horse was made fast 
with ropes, countless coils of which 
were wrapped around it and underneath 
the horses body, pulled as taut as the 
emaciated muscles of the Cubans could 
draw them. Upon the summit of the 
pack, the imperturbable Cuban boy sat, 
jabbing pointed” stick into the 
shoulder of the “tackie”’ to unge him to 
his topmost speed—a fast walk. Fol- 
lowing the horse, walked the next 
largest boy. He had a sharp stick, too, 
This ‘ne assiduously used on the south- 
east corner of the animal with a vigor 
which, had it been applied to a gov-

I was possessed of a pony imported 
from the United States, and worth in 
the West about $4. I had refused a 
hundred for him the day before at 
Baiquiri. Some Spanish officer is rid-

We halted about 5 o’clock for sup- 
per, and the Cubans set about makine 
their grass and cocoa-leaf shelters, at 
which they are so expert. The officers 
and myself proceeded about two hun- 
dred yards further on in the direction 
of the sea, where there was a ‘Cuban 
house in the jungle not far from the 
trail. It was a miserable shack at

is exposed to the weather. The thatch 
thus made is almost as waterproof as 
a shingled roof, and if the Cubans re- 
main long in a place, repairs are made 
that make the shelter perfectly dry, 
after the first rain has showed where 
its leakages are. I made a photograph 
of the main street in our camp before 
sun set that evening, and send it here- 
with. It is an excellent photograph of 
the best Cuban camp I have yet seen 
and conveys a better idea of their work 
than any description possibly can. 
Late in the afternoon, perhaps an 
hour before we went into camp, we

difficulties a downpour of rain at least 
twice, if not four times, every twenty- 
four hours, and mud of the consistency 
of plaster more than ankle deep, and 
you can form some faint idea of the 
delights of Cuban travel in the bush. 
After the capture of Siboney and the 
destruction of a portion of its houses, 
I returned to Baiquiri Bay, where I 
had left a portion of my equipment, 
to procure a new stock of photographic 
plates. I made the trip from Siboney 
comfortably enough, on the quarter- 
deck of a government mule returning 
from the front, but when I came to the 
end of the pack trail, riding was almost 
as difficult and uncomfortable as walk- 
ing. I fitted out at Baiquiri Bay and 
prepared to set out for Aguadores, 
started wit'a the Light artillery and con- 
sidered myself fortunate in having se- 


cured a seat upon a cushion on top 
of one of the caissons. The battery 
Only proceeded a mile and a half. 


however, and went into camp to await 
orders, so I had to arrange in some 
other way to get through. 

Col. Tomas, one of the most inte'li- 
gent and gentlemanly of the Cuban 
,commanders whom I have met. was in 
camp near tne place where the artil- 
lery halted, and was to start in the 
morning for Aguadores. With him 
were Lieut. Rodriguez and one or two 
other officers, and a detachment of 
sixty-three- Cuban regulars. Dur- 
ing the afternoon, however, Col. Tomas 
received word from Guantanamo Bay, 
where his regiment, the Fourth Guan- 
tanamo Rifles, was camped, instructing 


him to return to taat place forthwith. 
He left the detachment and went back. | 

For the first mile or more, the trail 
had been pretty well broken by the 
constant passace of the pack-trains of 
the army, and some of the troops had 
been engaged for several days cutting 
and widening it out to permit the pas- 
sage of artillery. As our little 
cade passed over the undulating trail 
I had excellent opportunity to observe 
and study the personnel of the Cuban 
soldiers. I must say that the prosneci 
at first clance was not reassuring. Had 
I been found in such company in a 
civiligd country. I would have been ar- 
rested as a vagrant or a tramp anda 
given a place of prominence cn some

were no sides to the house, simply a 
roof of thatch and a floor of hard clay. 
In the center of its single room was @ 
rude bed constructed of sticks and poles 
and built up to a height of about two 
feet from the floor. Its mattress was 
of dried grass and leaves, and there 
were no blankets or covering of any 
sort in sight. A few old battered tins, 
an iron pot, a frying pan, half a dozen 
empty bottles of various sizes, that 
served as water vessels, a wicker bas- 
ket or two, a clay olla for cooling 
drinking water, and a few rudely con-

tains where the Ninth United States 
Cavalry was encamped. I believe the 
date was the 30th of June, but one loses 
track of dates and Sundays here. Col. 
Hamilton, with whom I had been asso- 
ciated since the landing of the troops 
in Cuba, and, for the matter of that 
during our stay in Tampa, stopped 
and talked with me for several min- 
utes. He said thai his regiment was 
ordered te the front, and would leave 
the. following morning. I agreed to 
meet him at Aguadores upon his arri- 
val; but poor Col. Hamilton, with 
many another gallant officer, was pre- 
vented from keeping that appointment 
by death. He fell in the terrible slaugh- 
ter of July 2, at the head of his com- 
mand, fighting gallantly and assaulting 
@ position held by an overwhe!ming 
force of Spaniards. I photographed 
the headquarters tent of the Ninth Cav- 
alry that afternoon. It was in a little 
clearing near the edge of the dense 
jungle, and one of the prettiest spots 
I saw on the trail. : 


We camped near the miserable Cu- 
ban house I have mentioned, and after 
a supper of hard tack, coffee and beans, 
we slung our hammocks and went to 
sleep. At daylight we were awakened 
by the cook, who lived in the little 
houge, and informed that breakfast 
was ready. The bill of fare was the 
Same as at supper, but while we were 
in the midst of the meal an interrup- 
tion occurred that came very near end- 
ing us all. The detachment, encamped 
two hundred yards from the 
spot where we sat, were attacked by a 
force of Spanish guerrilleros numbering 
perhaps two hundred. The first volley 
was fired at close ramge, the enemy 
having evidently crept cautiously 
through the bush until within sure 
range before firing. Nine of the Cu- 
bans were killed, and the remainder 
took to the bush in a“second. The 
guerrilleros then appeared in the trail, 
runnig toward the east. firing and re- 
ceiving fire as they went. It was very 
exciting while it lasted, but was all 
over in five minutes from the time the 
first shot was fired. The two officers 
who were with Rodriguez and myself 
disappeared in the bush at the first 
fire, and I’ve never seen them since. 
The lieutenant and myself, after the 
guerrileros had passed, went over the 
camp to see about our belongings. My 
horse, saddle and personal baggage, 
what little I had left, had all disap- 
peared. The dead Cubans were strinped 
of everything, and two dead guerrilleros 
lving thirtv yards further away, 
showed the horrible effect of the mur- 
derous machetes. Both had been cut 
from the rear. doubtless as thev passed 
through the bush going out. The broad 
blades had sheared off the right side 
of the skull above the ear and had 


structed stools comprised the furnish- 
ings of this house. And at that it was 
one of the most comfortable native huts 


cloven it- down to the shoulders of the 
victims. One quick stroke. such as only 
a Cuban knows how to give, had done

1 found while in the east end of the 
island. 

We had three government tents with 
our outfit, and were therefore soon 
made perfectly comfortable under a 
that wes far more weather 
proof than even the wonderful little 
shelters the Cubans build . 

A stay was to be made at this place 
until the following Sunday morning, a 
space of three days, therefore the 
Cubans constructed es permanent ea 
camp as they would have made had 
they been assigned to the camp for 
the remainder of the summer. They are 
adepts in the work and it is surprising 
how quickly they will put up their odd

the trick, and the murderers never 
knew what happened to them. 

Lieut. Rodriguez returned part way 
with me toward Baiquiri Bay, but when 
within two miles of the place, he turned 
off toward the east, and I believe event- 
ually arrived in safety at Guantanamo 
Bay. With my hammock and horse 
blanket, which I had slept in, I trudged 
afoot to Baiquiri, and arrived there 
two days later, having stopped at Si- 
boney to send off some dispatches. I 
had left in the United States every- 
thing I had in the way of baggage ex- 
cept my photographic plates, chemi- 
cals and printing paper. These, with 
the exception of what were in the 
small camera, I had with me, went 
with the $4 horse and doubtless are go- 
ing yet. I had, and have now as a mat- 
ter of fact, one old suit of blue serge, 
saturated with mud and rain; one 
black shirt, one pair of shoes, worn 
out, one camera without plates or films, 
my revolver and a campaign hat. My 
expenses home evidently wil not. in- 
clude much for excess baggage.

THE “STRAIGHTS,” 


MIDDLE-OF-THE-ROAD POPULISTS 
IN WAR PAINT. 


They Denounce the Fusion Schemes, 
Claim the Party Name and Call 
on Friends to Organize in Sup- 
port of the Straight Ticket. 


Following is an address issued to the 
Populists of the State by a committee 
appointed at the late convention held 
in Sacramento which speaks for itself 
in unmistakable language: 

To the Populists of California: 

The undersigned, appointed a com- 

mittee by the straight People’s Party 
convention at Sacramento on the 14th 
of July, 1898, to prepare an address, re- 
spectfully submit the following facts 
for your consideration: 
Immediately after the failure of the 
attempted fusion of 1896, and on No- 
vember 16, 1897, leading members of 
the State Executve Committee, and of 
the party, met at Sacramento and pre- 
pared an address charging the Demo- 
cratic party with having defeated their 
candidate for President, and calling 
upon all who hoped for genuine reform 
to unite in the People’s Party, and 
pee out the utter failure of fusion 


Again upon October 28, 1897, the State 
Executive Committee met, with both 
our Congressmen present, and unani- 
mously adopted an address against fu- 
sion, inviting all who desired reform 
to unite in the People’s party. This 
address was widely published. in the 
eng under the heading ‘‘No More Fu- 
sion.”’ 

At a later date the State committee, 
when it fixed a day for our State con- 
vention unanimously declared that no 
union would be considered unless other 
parties called their State convention 
for the same time and place, and first 
adopted a union Populist platform for 
all candiddates to accept before any 
nomination. 

The Democratic managers then be- 
gan manipulation in many places to 
control the delegates to the People’s 
Party conventon, and notoriously in 
San Francisco, where the Democratic 
machine was in evidence, at the county 
convention, and where an attempt to 
vote another man’s name in the con- 
vention was openly made and detected. 
In the midst of such methods, and 
long after midnight, twenty-nine dele- 
gates were elected there by a single 
vote over their opponents, and twenty- 
six of the San Francisco delegation, 
containing at least two persons holding 
office under Democratic appointments, 
sat in the State convention and voted 
agafhst the unanimous instructon spcc- 
ifically given by the conventivun which 
elected them ‘‘to vote for a complete 
straight Populist ticket, ard against 
—. proposal to leave any places va- 
cant.”’ 

Not one of these delegates would 
have been selected if they had an- 
nounced they would violate this in- 
struction. Upon the roll call for Gov- 
ernor the vote for Maguire, Democrat, 
stood 154, and for Shanahan, straight 
Populist, 135. The whole of said 
twertty-six votes from San Francisco, 
so voting against their instructons, 
voted for the Democrat, whereas ten 
of these votes, if cast for a ‘straight 
Populist, would have nominated him. 
In addition to the above offense 
other officeholders sat in the convention 
and candidates already nominated up- 
on fusion tickets in their counties, and 
many who are looking for fusion nomi- 
nations in their counties. Surrounding 
all this was the active. effort of the 
Democratic managers to destroy. the 
People’s Party. A painful feature 
was to observe several members of the 
State Executive Committee who had 
voted for anti-fusion resolutions engage 
in a determined effort to fuse the 
party, contrary to such resolutions. 
The straight Populists could not, un- 
til a roll call upon the nominees for 
Governor, know whether a majority 
would abandon their trusts or not. Im- 


/ mediately upon such a vote the mi- 


nority, treating the nomination of a 
straight Democratic and open member 
of the Democratic party and the ex- 
press purpose of the fusionists to di- 
vide the ticket with other parties as an 
abandonment of the People’s Party 
by such fusionists, withdrew from what 
they considered no longer the People’s 
Party convention, and organized and 
nominated a straight-out People’s 
Party ticket in the name of the party, 
and as trustees of the party in its 
name repudiated thost who had be- 
troyed it; also created a new State 
Central Committee, giving power to 
organize new county committees in any 
county where a present county com- 
mittee shall adhere te the illegal fusion. 
Later on the fusion convention adopted 
a report of a fusion committee agree- 
ing to accept the Lieutenant-Governor, 
Controller, Superintendent of Public 
Instruction, a Railroad Commissioner 
and member of the Board of Equaliza- 
tion as the portion of the ticket to be 
allotted to the Populists, and giving 
the Clerk of the Supreme Court and 
the Supreme Judge to Silver Republi- 
cans, and allotting the rest of the 
ticket to the Democratic party, agree- 
ing to put up dummy candidates for 
the places allotted to the Democrats, 
who were to tender their resignations, 
and providing for fusion committees 
to carry out this scheme. The fusion 
convention also seated members of 
other parties who had not been elected 
‘as delegates and allowed them to 
place in nomination before the conven- 
tion members of other parties as candi- 
dates, who then and there received the 
nomination of said fusion convention. 

Space does not admit of giving all 
the reasons why Populists should not 
fuse with Democrats. It is sufficient 
to say that it is illogical, inconsistent 
and wholly destructive to our party. In 
addition we have the fact that the 
Democratic party broke all the agree- 
ments it made with the Populists na- 
tionally in 1896, and afterward, when 
it had the power in Legislatures, it re- 
fused to repeal the specific contract 
acts in several States, and it is his- 
torically a party of broken political 
promises. That party is broken to 
pieces because of an attempt to put 
the mildest reform in it, and is reunit- 
ing under the manipulation and control 
of the plutocratic element within it, 
determined to cast out what it calls 
the heresies of 1896. It cannot as 
organized become a genuine reform 
force. Not a single vital demand of 
the People’s Party will come through 
it, or in any other manner, than by 
sturdy adherence to our principles 
through our own or a third party untfi 
success comes. When fusionists speak 
of success they can mean nothing ex- 
cept that they may succeed in getting 
some offices and the emoluments there- 
of. ‘The People’s Party was not born 
for such a purpose and cannot survive 
by such methods. Fusion simply 
places the party in the hands of 
Democratic political opponents, and 
they gain complete control of the fu- 
sion organization. If Democratic can- 
didates are elected in this manner it is 
but so much more power hostile to a 
further existence of the People’s Party, 
and will be used to make a fusion 
Populist State Convention in 1900, a 
mere Democratic annex, for the pur- 
pose of selecting pretending Populist to 


.other excellent laws. 


thus fundamentally opposed to an in- 
come tax. He voted and spoke against 
the bill to restrict immigration. He 
has said, both in and out of Congress, 
that he is opposed to the operation of 
railroads by the government. He is 
well known to hold that-the tariff is 
still a supreme issue, and must so. re- 
main until free trade is adopted, a 
cardina! doctrine of all single taxers. 
He voted to prevent Tom Watson from 
getting his seat in Congress. He is a 
member of the Democratic club called 
the Croker Club of-New York city, 
which club4s organized for the purpose 
of defeating Bryan and free silver at 
16 to 1 in 1900, 

Mr, Shanahan was the only Populist 
elected straight to the Assembly in 
1896. He has been ten years in the leg- 
islative halls and ever strong with the 
common people. He has come through 
this and out of it a poor man, respected 
for ‘his ability and honesty. He led the 
contest for the Australian ballot law, 
and also introduced and passed the 
Railroad Reassessment Bill, which 
zained about $4,000,000 to the State; also 
a State Income Tax Bill, yet pending 
and is the author of the law passed at 
the last session extending time for the 
redemption of mortgages, and of many 
As to the rail- 
way refunding bills, Mr. Shanahan is 
entitled to as much credit for his work 
against them as any man in the State. 
He has repeatedly led the contest for 
resolutions in the Legislature against 
refunding, which resolutions, when sent 
to Washington, were more potent than 
the voice of any single Congressman. 
The Democratic managers are also 
now active to introduce into the cam- 
paign questions growing out of the war 
with Spain, making issues against Ha- 
waiian or other annexation of terri- 
tory. which questions are designed to} 
side-track the economic and financial 
issues of the People’s Party platform, 
and also to furnish a cover for the 
Democratic party’ to abandon the Chi- 
cago platform in 1900. Thus this fusion 
now especially distracts and destroys 
the growth of Populist principles. 
The Democratic managers have at- 
tempted the final destruction of the 
People’s Party, but if its members will 
be active to prevent it this attempt 
will fail. We have no doubt we are 
entitled to the name of the People’s 
Party, and that fusionists cannot use 
the name of a party whose trust they 
have thus abandoned. We call upon 
all true Populists to actively organize 
and to form new county and other com- 
mittees wherever the old committee is 
so far in the hands of the Democrats as 
to adhere to this fusion and with ac- 
tive organization to support’. the 
straight Populist ticket and preserve 
the immortal principles of the People’s 
party, which were born to live and not 
to die.

TWO STOMACHS. 


The Upper for the Proteids and the 
Lower for the Greater Part 


of the Food. 


It is an interesting study to observe how 
the digestion of food is accomplished. The 
greater part of vegetable food is starch, and 
this is never digested in the stomach proper, 
nor is it affected by the pepsin in the upper 
stomach.

VALUB OF A PEPPER TREE’S SHADE 
DECIDED IN COURT. 


Contractor de Long Sued for Apply- 
ing th Ax, but the Jury Decide 
in His Favor—Americus Club 
Quarters~-Fortunes of a Wait. 


PASADENA, July 26.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.] The value of the shade of a 
pepper tree was the question that came be- 
fore a jury in Justice Merriam’s court today, 
and this rather intangible proposition kept 
twelve good men in the sweat box all day 
long. Joseph Wallace, the fruit canner, 
sued Charles de Long, the contractor, for 
$299 damages for having cut down the pep- 


-per tree and done other alleged mischief to 


bis property on Cypress avenue, Although it 
was a pet peppér tree and the berries of it 
were brilliant a \~ the shade of it was grate- 
ful, the jury brought in a verdict for the 
defendant at 5 p.m., having voted 10 to 2 
that Mr. Wallace was not entitled to dam- 
ages for the loss of the tree. 

The suit grew out of the recent improve- 
ments on Cypress avenue. The plaintiff al- 
leged that De Long willfully and maliciously 
and without authority removed the pepper 
tree, which was of “particular and peculiar’’ 


value to the plaintiff as a shade for his } 


tannery, necessitating an expenditure for an 
artificial shade; furthermore the plaintiff 
set forth that in grading the street the de- 
fendant constructed a fill along the plaintiff's 
property in such a manner that earth, 
ttones ~and debris were heaped up in 
plaintiff’s orchard and permanently injured 
several of his trees. 

The defendant’s answer was that the tree 
was so situated that three-fourths of its 
body and roots were inside of the lines of 
the street, and it was cut down by due au- 
thority and with the consent of the plaintiff; 
also that the fill was made in accordance 
with the contract, and did not injure the 
hlainti’ffs land in the least. The defendant 
estified that he informed Mr. Wallace how 
the tree stood, and when Mr. Wallace re- 
guested him to leave it where it stood, he 
asked him if he would give bond for damages 
in c the tree should tumble over if the 
tarth should be removed from around three- 
yuarters of it, and this Mr. Wallace was 
anwilling to do. It transpired in the course 
»f the testimony that a neighborhood ill-feel- 
ing was at the bottom of the quarrel, cer- 
jain parties on the street having given 
aotice that they would not pay their as- 
sessments unless that tree should be ‘“‘hewed 
to the line,’”’ Accordingly the ‘tines were 
strictly followed, and the pepper had to be 
sacrificed. 

On the stand the plaintiff testified that 
Street Superintendent Buchanan had agreed 
that the tree should not be cut down, but in 
1is absence the contractor tvok occasion 
to remove it. Street Superintendent Bu- 
thanan was called, however, and stated that 
ae had given out’ that the contractor’ must 
‘ollow street lines exactly, if the property- 
»wners demanded it; that it was necessary to 
tut down the tree, as fully one-half of it 
was in the street; that he had accepted the 
work for the city; that the contractor had 
thown no malice in it; and that in his opin- 


ion the plaintiff had not Leen damaged ‘by’ 


the defendant. 

G. W. Clayton testified that the tree was 
tighteen inches in diameter. T. E. Gould 
‘testified that the tree was worth 375. 
ward Basore testified that the tree was val- 
zable as a support to the shed, as a hitch- 
ng post and as a shade to the cunnery.

SAN BERNARDINO, July 26. — [Regular 
Correspondence.]

John Malone, superintendent of water fcr the 
Azusa Irrigating Company, has just completed 
a@ successful test of a new water regulator, 
which machine is destined to fill a great 
need. The new reservoir of the company in 
the west end of town, which contains 5,609,0.0 
gallons, serves hundreds of acres, and to reg- 
ulate its outgo has been a difficult task, as it 
was wholly a matter of guesswork, Now 
comes a Los Angeles man named Beale, and 
invents a weir, in which a twenty-inch inflow 
and a twenty-inch outgo are regulated by pis- 
tons, which in tuin are raised or lowered by 
the automatic weight of a great pan of water, 
ahytting or opening either valve as the force 
of the separate stream whigh weights the pan 
is made more or less by the pressure of the 
water in the reservoir. The geseral principle 
is something like that cf the et am-engice 
regulator, only supplying the weight or pres- 
sure of water for that of steam. It is a per- 
er new thing in hydraulics, is manufac- 
turcd in Los Angeles, and has attracted wide- 
spread attention in this section. A graduated 
indicator, giving seventy-five inches of wa‘er 
for one inch ef rise, 120 inches for two inches 
and 209 inches for 2% inches, permits the 
ersiest and most accurate control of the whole 
plant, and enables the zenjero to go to any 
point to chooses, feeling free as to the supply 
of water.

KEE COMMITS SUICIDE. 


Fear of Consumption Drove Her to 

Self-destruction—Boarding-house 

~ Keeper on the Trail of a BDogus- 
check Swindler, \

SAN DIEGO, July 2f. — [Regular Corre- 


| Spondence.] Mrs. Alice Aikens Bremer of 


Milwaukee committed suicide some time 
last night by* shooting herself in the head. 
She was discovered this morning by her 
husband, Hugo Bremer, who occupied an 
adjoining room in the Horton House. Mrs, 
Bremer was lying on the bed, fully dressed. 
A note found onthe dresser told the story 
of ‘“‘tired of life.”’ It is surmised that the 
fear of consumption led to suicide. 

Mrs. Bremer was the daughter of Mr. 
Aikens, proprietor of the Milwaukeé Even- 
ing Wisconsin. She came here about seven 
months ago to rest and to study sea moss 
and algae. Much of her time was spent at 
Pacific Beach, where she formed several 
warin friendships. Afew days ago Mr. Bremer 
came from the East and found his wife in 
better health than she had experienced for 


years. They had lived happily together, 
though they had no children. For the past 
two days, however, it was noticed that 


Mrs. Bremer was moody. She failed to ap- 
pear at meals, and her dinner last night 
sent to her room was returned untasted. A 
bell boy went to arouse Mrs. Bremer this 
morning, but failing to do so, notified Mr. 
Bremer, who went at once to his wife's 
apartment. He found her lying with her 
head in a pool of blood, which had issued 
from a bullet hole in her head behind the 
right ear. A revolver with one empty cham- 
ber was in her hand. Death was instan- 
taneous, An inquest was held this morning 
and a verdict of suicide rendered. The body 
will be sent to Milwaukee for burial. 

There are strong rumors that the was at- 
tached to San Diego and was dctermined to 
remain here, hence her husband came to en- 
deavor by personal solicitation to get her to 
return East with him. She had steadily re- 
recently, and 
they had finally agreed to leave for the East 
this morning. He would not leave without 
her, and after a consultation last night she 
evidently decided to end it ail by the suicide 
route. The body will be cremated, at 
Bremer’s request in.the letter of farewell. 
She asked that her jewelry, except her wed- 
ding ring, be given to her sister, the ring she 
wished left on her hand.

HER FRIENDS SHOCKED. 


Can Assign No Cause for Mrs. 
mer’s Suicide, 
[BY DIRECT WIRE To THE TIMES.) 
MILWAUKEE (Wis.,) July 26.—(Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The news of the suicide of Mrs. 


Alice Aitkens Bremer at San loiego-was a great, 


shock to her friends in this city. Her father, 
Andrew J. Alkens, who is one of-the proprie- 
tors of the Evening, Wisconsin, said he could 
assign no cause for his daughter's act. fo 
far as is known here, Mr. and Mrs. Bremer 
bad always lived happily together.

For years 
she has been an earpest biological student, 
and had looked forward to-the trip West to 
find and study certain species of seaweed, 
Hier gcientific knowledge was wide and ex- 
tende@ to other branches, notably astronomy. 
She has written a good deal ard her published 
papers, involving, as they did, no little orig- 
inal research, have won much cemment and 
approval. In Milwaukee she was a member 
of the Woman's Club, the College Endowment 
Association and the. Ladies’ Art and Science 
“lass. 
: She was active in these, and her life was 
passed chiefly in her home and club interests 
and in study. Her home was the center of 
a circle of book-loving friends, but she cared 
little for society and seldom’ entertained, 
Last year in Massachusetts she read a paper 
on biology which attracted wide at‘ention, and 
she had just accepted an invitation to read 
the same essay before the Womans Club in 
San Diego. One sister of Mrs. Bremer, Mrs. 
Johnson, is in Seattle, and another, Miss Min- 
nie Aikens, !s doing Social Settlement work 
in the East. Mrs. Bremer'’s only child, a girl, 
died in infancy.

He knocked Mateer down, cut 
a deep wound in his head, and then 
struck at Justice Warren. who first 
dodged, and then clinched the fellow. 
The crowd closed in and overpowered 
him and, with the assistance of Con- 
stable Ravira, who appeared at this 
time, Gonzales was jailed. He will ap- 
pear tomorrow to answer to the charge 
of battery. 

Pablo Yescos, who was one of the 
participants in the cutting scrape west 
of town last week, was found guilty 
and today given ninety days in the 
county jail.

Plans and Specifications Presented 
by Engineer Kellogg — Two 
Houses Entered by 

, Senday Afternoon—Injured by & 
Runaway. 


SANTA ANA, July 2%. — [Regular Corre- 
Santa-Anne Beard of City Trus-- 
tees met last night to view the drawings. made 
by Special Engineer Kellogg of the outfall 
main, which is to be the first part of the 
city's sewer system constructed: The survey 
made by the engineer for the outfall, which 
begins at the foot of Baker street and deposits 
in the sand bed of the Santa Ana River, is 
9500 feet. with a fall of six feet to the mile. 

The engineer also exhibited plans and spect- 
fications fo™the construction of the main, the 
inside of which will be egg shaped, curving 
slightly from the rounded bottom to an arched 
top surface. The interior dimensiogs to be

2 in. across the widest part. It will be built 


of cement, and will cost about 50 to 55 cents 
The pipe can either be made in 
wooden forms and the joints cemented in the 
trench after it has dried, or built in the 
trench by masons. Kids will protably be 
asked for on both spec fications. 

Mr. Kellogg also reported that. little objec- 
tion had been made by land-owners along the 
proposed line of the outfall, the majority of 
them expressing a desre for nothing more 
than to cover actual damage to théir property 
made during construction, but suggested that 
a Right-of-way Committee be appointed to 
assist him in securing it City Attorney 
Heathman and City Eng!neer Leslie were ap- 
pointed, their remuneration to be decided 
upon by the board at a later ineeting. 

The Trustees hope to be ready to advertise 
for bids on or about August 8, which, with 
two-weeks' advertising. will make the date 
for. letting the contract about August 22. 

Applications are made almost daily to City 
Clerk Tedford by laborers for employment cn 
the work. and the Trustees hope to arrange 
the conStruction so that home labor will be 
given the preference. 

Other business transacted by the board was 
the granting of a permit to Frank Stout for 
the erection of a brick building on the north- 
west corner of Birch and Fourth streets, with 
the provision that the builde® put an iron 
post at the southwest corner instead of a 
wooden one.

RIVERSIDE, July 26.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.] The City Board of Trustees met 
this morning, talked much and did little. 
Proposed street improvements and eewer 
connections in various parts of town were 
discussed, the talk lasting so long that there 
Was no time left in which to act. 

P Complaint was made of the miserable light 
service which the city has had for several 
months past. A few days ago the Redlands 
company, which is under contract to supply 
Riverside with sufficient power to operate the 
local electric-light system, at a cost of 
about $600 a month, was notified that the 
recent service has not been at all satisfar- 
tory. An explanation was not forthcoming. 
and the board adjourned without taking 
further action in the matter. 

This afternoon a letter reached municipal 
headquarters from Redlands to the effect 
that the electric company is doing the best 
it can to supply the necessary power, and 
the establishment of a mammoth steam 
power plant will, it is hoped. prove sufficient 
to furnish an adequate supply of the “‘juice.”’

They are considered the best 
protection known against yellow fever 
and cholera. With the first expedition 
to the Philippines the Red Cross sent 
two tons of delicacies for the sick. 
With the second expedition, they wilt 
send a number of nurses. They also 
suppleed the early deficiency in blankets 
and underclothes at the camp in San 
Francisco, when the volunteers came 
entirely unequipped and without the 
necessary things to keep them comfort- 
able, for the government was unable to 
supply the needful things in a moment. 
A supply of “comfort bags” containing 
needles, thread, buttons, and so on, 
has also been made by the Red Cross 
neediewemen, These things regresent 
much kind-hearted labor. Many of the 
Red Cross members are women of 
wealth and fashion, and many are 
hard-working housewives.

CURIOSIIIES OF SLEEP. 


Machinery Uuns Slow ig 
Early Morniag. 
[Cincinnati Enquirer:] Very curious 

and interesting is the temporary un- 

easiness of all night-sleeping humans 
and animals at about 3 o'clock everg 
morning. At that hour they give little 
moans, awaken partially or wholly, 
and then either drop back into slum- 
ber or into death. Physical giants 
among men, and lions among animals, 
have this experience, just as do the 
frailest babes or weakest kittens. 

Viewed in any and every light, the 

occurrenes is remarkable. Why is it 

not at midnight, at 1 &@.m., 2 a.m. or, 
in the case of late sleepers, why does 
it not come at 6 or 7 o'clock. 

At the hour of about 2 o'clock every 
morning, every night-sleeping man, 
woman, child and animal is nearer to 
death than at any other moment in all 
the twenty-four hours’ It is then that 
the more active of the vitals come the 
nearest to stopping or running down, 
They come so neer it that if they came 
a breath—an atom—nearer it they 
would stop. 

The machinery of life comes within 
just a hair's breath of stopping at some 
moment near 3 a.m. The why ofthis 
is explained as follows: The composure 
of the body when lying still produces 
not only rest, but that same eiement of 
danger so omnipresent to all machin- 
ery left unattended—the absence of a 
watchful brain. 

In welcoming the hours of sleep you 
unconsciously welcome death’s most 
edvantageous time for conquering you. 
[very you are asleep your 
physical self is running unwatched by 
the engineer. The supply of coal (food) 
for the furnace is withheld. The steam’ 
(blood) in the pipes runs low. This 
neglect of the engine-room of the body 
continues until some moment at about 
3 a.m. the machinery all but stops. In 
the healthy or fairly healthy body the 
coming of this moment produces a wild 
shock to the system, and this shock 
causes you to unconsciously throw out 
your arms and legs, rub your nose vio- 
lently, moan, take a deep breath and 
turn over. Your doing a!! this—or most 
of it—has literally and of sober truth 
saved your life. It gives fresh impetus 
to the almost stopped action of the 


rr 
moment 


heart, which in turn restores the well- 
nigh stopped circulaticn all throughout 
your body. 

The moan and deep breath quickened 
the action of the lungs and roused them 
to their usuai rate of speed. The rest 
that their organs had received by bee 
ing allowed to run slow—to run al- 


most down—enahbled them, with the ree 
starting administered by the 3 o'clock 
commotion, to sui cessfully begin ane 
other run, carrying you over the death 
point and allowing you to resume come 
pletion of the full period of rest neces- 
sary to the brain and to the nerves 
and muscles of the limbs and other por. 
tions of the body. 

As to what causes the little shock 
that carries us over the bridge of death 
the wisest of the wise know nothing. 
The theories about it are legion. But 
they are only theories. The percentage 
of deaths at this marvelous moment 
exceeds that of any other in the twen- 
ty-four hours, while the number of old 
people who die at about 3 o'clock in the 
morning is appallingly in excess of thele 
death rate for any other.time. In al} 
eases at al! critica! it is said that the 
physician secretly dreads the hour, @ 
a.m., a hundred fold more than searcely 
anv other incident in practice, while 
to all that lives and breathes, {t brings 
the most momentous time of all ez- 
istence,

COLLEGE DAY EXERCISES AT THE 
CHAUTAUQUA ASSEMBLY.

Representatives of Southern Oali- 
fornia Institutions of Higher 
Learning Speak of the Educa- 
tional Problem—Figures Show- 
ing What This State is Doing. 


_LONG BEACH, July 26.—[{Regular 
Correspondence.}] Southern California 
colleges, through their representatives, 
occupied the afternoon session of the 
Chautauqua Assembly today. 
COLLEGE DAY. 

The afternoon session today opened 
with a reading by Miss Beulah Wright. 
Dean William T. Randall of Chaffey 
College was introduced, and he spoke 
on “The Facilities for Education in 
Southern California.” He quoted a 
recent newspaper editorial in which it 
was said that doubtless one of the rea- 
sons why there was not greater imini- 
gration to Southern California was 
that there was a popular idea that thie 
educational facilities here were not as 
good as in the Eastern States. He 
pointed out that if one were to travel 
through Southern California, he would 
as a rule see large, handsomely de- 
signed well-kept schoolhouses, 
whereas, in many of the States of the 
East one might find unpainted, dirty 
and small school buildings. The speak- 
er said that California is one of the 
first of the States in the amount of 
money expended for education. The 
average wages of male teachers in the 
United States is $44 per month. while 
in California it is $80 per month. South- 
ern California, with only one-sixth of 
the total assessment roll of the State, 
has over one-fourth of the ‘total in- 
vestment in schools and expenses over 
one-fourth of the total amount. e¢«x- 
pended for education. He gave other 


figures showing California  educa- 
tional facilities as in many re- 
spects greater than those of 
the East. Referring to the higher ed- 


ucation he pointed out how the attend- 
ance and interest in colleges and other 
higher educational institutions is rap- 
idly increasing. He spoke of the com- 
mercial spirit which is noted in con- 
nection with educational matters, and 
expressed a feeling that the selfish fea- 
tures of the commercial spirit ought 
not to prevail. The increase in col- 
leges does not divide the patronage. It 
increases the demand for educational 
facilities. 

Rev. Dr. J. A. Bordon, representing 
Occidental College, said in part: ‘There 
are two things to be considered in for- 
mulating a system of education: the 
aim and the method whereby it is in- 
tended to accomplish the end. Even 
though the ideal be a good one, if the 
means be not proper then the system 
will be a failure. The true education. 
according to a recent declaration of the 
Presbyterian Assembly, is the best 
means of training a man to glorify 
God.”’ He spoke at length on the 
necessity of the religious element in a 
man’s education. 


Prof. -W. A. Edwards of Throop 
Polytechnic Institute, spoke of the 
power of knowledge. As an illustra- 


tition he compared 
civilized man. A band of savages could 
perhaps construct a boat thirty or 
forty feet long, capable of carrying 
thirty or so warriors on a smooth river 
or a placid lake at a lively speed. Civ- 
ilized man, using his education to ad- 


the savage with 


dreds of feet in length and capable 
of driving itself at great speed even 
egainst a strong wind and sea. As a 
further illustration, he spoke of German 
students, many of whom, he said, stored 
their minds with great accumulations 
of knowledge which was of practical 
use to them. On the other hand, an 
Ameriean student, perhaps, would go to 
one of the German universities, sit at 
the feet of a profound German student, 
receive much of his learning and then 
come home and make the knowledge 
of practical use. Much knowledge, the 
speaker said, is acquired in the process 
of applying it. 

President G. W. White of the Uni- 
versity of Southern California read an 
interesting paper on “The Relation of 
College Life to Reform Movements.” 

The programme this evening included 
a broom drill by Miss Anna Newlands, 
a reading by Miss Wright, a piano solo 
by Miss Anna Spahr Henry of Los’ An- 
geles, a solo by Miss Carrie Hart, and 
a lecture on “Politics and Patriotism,” 
by John Temple Graves.
